MILAN, June 11.—The Italian police, al- 
ways secretive in important affairs, are less 
approachable than usual as to the results of 
their investigation into the murder of Mrs. 
Mary Scott Castle Chariton. It appears, 
however, that they already have obtained 
essential information which will go a long 
way toward clearing up the extraordinary 
crime. 

The king’s procurator for Lombardy, an 
able investigator, has taken charge of the 
case. He is spurred toward the solution of 
the problem by requests from the crown 
that nothing be left undone. 

The United States government, according 
to a dispatch from Rome, has asked, through 
its state department, that the police ascer- 
tain, if possible, whether Porter Charlton, the 
young husband, is still alive. Consequently 
the crimina] branch has applied to this case 
something more than its CURLAERATT thor- 
oughness.

What the Police Have Learned. 

The result of the day’s inquiry, as ob: ained 
from the procurator, may be epitomized as 
follows: 

It appears that the hushand, Porter Char- 
ton, is alive. The Italian police regard him 
as a fugitive. He was seen on June 9 booking 
passage from Como to Lugano, evidently on 
bis way to Lucerne, Switzerland. 

As for the Russian, Constantine Spolatoff, 
the expepis of the criminal branch are 
puzzied. Spolatot is an adventurer. pure 
and simple, with a knack for languages and 
an engaging personality. It seems that he 
bas done a bit of s:iuggling and the police 
have heard that he draws a pension from 
the Russian governmemt for keeping his eyes 
open. But so far as any one may gather 
from the precurator, nothing definite has 
yet been fastened upon M. Spolatoff. 

The police are persevering in an attempt to 
make him explain wha. happened between th~* 
time he left the Villa Moltrasio to Mr. and

Postmortem fiends to Disclosures. 

As interesting, perhaps, as any step taken 
by the police was the postmortem which 
was held this morning in the presence of the 
procurator. There had been an impressicn, 
hastily formed from a casual) inspection of 
the body after it was removed from the trunk 
the fishermen found in Lake Como that the 
American woman was alive when her body 
was forced into the trunk and flung into the 
lake. 

The postmortem confirmed this anc estab- 
‘Highed other peculiarities which were of espe- 
clal interedt to the scientific men. Mrs. 
Chariton, according to the physicians who 
assisted the procurator, possessed, abnormal 
characteristics. 

Without doubt, however, she was alive and 
breathing when the trunk was weighted 
with stones and thrown into a bay of Lake 
Como near the village of Moltrasio. The 
procurator’s physicians spent three hours in 
establishing this fact. Although they were 
extremely guarded in responding to Inquiries, 
it developed that they found the impress of 
seven blows upon the head, most of which 
were at the back of the skull. It seemed to 
them none of these blows had been of sum- 
clent forée to cause death, although they 
had been savage enough, undoubtedly, to 
stun Mrs. Charlton. 


Was Alive When Put in Trunk. 

Examining further, the physicians found 
that the woman had been hit in the face with 
such strength that her nose had been broken 
and her face disfigured greatly. It was en- 
tirely a matter Of conjecture as to what sort 
of a weapon had been used. Some of the 
physicians suggested that a wooden mallet 
had been employed. Others thought her as- 
sailant had used a hammer. 

But the consensus of opinion was that Mrs. 
Chariton, although unconscious, was breath- 
ing when her body was packed into her own 
trunk and lowered into the lake. It seemed 
reasonable to suppose that she had died of 
suffocation. 

The procurator admitted that boatmen had 
furnished him information of the utmost 
value, not only as to the time the mupdér 
was committed but as to the person guilty. 
Lower clase Italians are not usually eager to 
volunteer information which might perhaps 
embarrass their movements for even a brief 
time, but the procurator has been gratified 
to find that the peasants, the tradesmen. and, 
in fact, all of the natives of the region of the 
murder have been anxious to supply any de 
taile in their possession. 


Boatmen Tell of Questions, 

In this circumstance the evidence of the 
boatmen of the bay at Moltrasio was ex- 
tremely interesting. They gave it through 
a spokesman, a tall muscular young man 
who makes his living at fishing and who as- 
sured the procurator that he was shortly to 
be married. 

“I was minding my nets, excellency,” he 
sald, “ when the young American who lived 
in the villa above came to me. He asked me 
in what part of the bay I usually cast my 
ines. Did I find my fish in deep water or 
shallow? I was hard at work, excellency, 
and I told him that it depended greatly upon 
the movement of the fish. Sometimes they 
were found in deép water, sometimes in shal- 
‘low. *He inquired \then what part of the 
bay was deepest, and I indicated it with a 
wave of my hand. He seemed to fix the 
spot in his mind, and. after thainking me, 
he went away. That, eacellency, is all that 
I know.” 

The procurator questioned the fisherrian 
and established, 80 far as can be learned, 
that the part of the lake pointed out by him 
was where the trunk was dragged to the sur-

BROUGHT ABOUT BY KING. 


George Followed Preeed*nt Establichéd 
by Queen Victoria.

LONDON, June 11.—Since the reassem- 
bling of parliament everything else has 
been overshadowed by the interest in the 
coming conference between the party lead- 
ers. 

The government has not made any official 
announcement reapecting the negotiations, 
but has allowed it to be known indirectly 
that Balfour, as a leader of the opposition, 
will be invited to meet representatives of 
the governmené Be a on the question 
of the position the lords in relation to 
the commons. 

It ts probable that Balfour already has re- 
ceived a formal invitation, bu{ anyway, he 
will have it enough to enable him to 
decide his course before Monday. 

He hes not visited the commons since the 
reassembling, but doubtless will be there on 
Monday, when Premier Asquith is expected 
to make a statement on public business and 
declare the terms of hie overture in refer- 
ence to the constitutional difficulty. 


Friendly Response Expected. 

Balfour probably will reply. A friendly re- 
sponse is taken for granted, the Liberal press 
states, and there is no apparent reason to 
doubt the accuracy of the statement that the 
conference was decided on at the suggestion 
of the king. 

If so, George is following the well known 
precedent Queen Victorla established when 
she proposed that Gladstone employ the 
same means to harmcnise the antagonism 
between the Irish church act and’ the fran- 
chise act of 1884. It is assumed that George, 
like his grandmother, has not suggested any 
special method of procedure, leaving the set- 
tlement of details to the government. 

The attitude of politictans of beth parties 
toward the conference is unchanged. 


Attitude of the Press. 

“ Not a hundred conferences will make the 
Liberal party budge an inch from its posi- 
tion,” asserts the Radical Nation, while the 
Tory Saturday Review, though professing 
the hope that the conference wil) material- 
ize, says: 

“Such methods rarely have been success- 
ful. Men can sit around a table, but that 
does not make them agree.” 

The moderate Spectator thinks the omens 
for success are distinctly good. 

There is much speculation as to how the 
government will manage to placate the Irish 
Nationalists. It is obvious if the conference 
attempted any settlement unpleasing to them 
John Redmond and his followers could turn 
out the government immediately. 

The Labcrite party has not given any opin- 
ion officially, although individua} members 
are known to vehemently o the confer- 
ence. Neither they nor the Irish are likely 
to be invited to participate, nor would they 
accept if asked. 


ASCOT WEEK DRAWS CROWDS; 


LONDON HOTELS ARE FILLED. 


Contrary to Expectations, Death of King 
Failed to Decrease Numbers Attend- 
ing Society and Sporting Events.

LONDON, June 11.—With Ascot week be- 
ginning next Tuesday ad the horse show not 
over until the following Thursday all that 
is smart in society is facing a busy week.

London is crowded, in fact those who should 
know say the American Invasion this year 
beats all records, only showing what might 
have happened had the\late King Edward 
lived.

Applica- 
tions for tickets are quite up to the average 
if not beyond it.

JEWS IN PROTEST 
AT RUSSIAN ORDER 


Chairman of American Con- 
gregation Gets\ Report 
of Expulsion. 


TROUBLE OVER AMNESTY. 


Residents Enter All] Lines of 
Trade Despite Terms of 
Gertificates.

Washington, D. C., June 11.—Simon Wolf 
of this city, chairman of the board of dele- 
gates of civil rights of the union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew congregations, is in receipt from 
the state department, of a copy of a report 
made to the department by the American 
embassy at St. Petersbure, respecting the 
threatened expulsion of Jews from Kfef, 
Rusela. 

The order of expulsion, it is stated, was 
not carried out, but was held pending fur- 
ther study of the situation by the Ruselan 
government. Subsequent to the receipt of 
this information, the American embassy at 
St. Petersburg. through Post Wheeler. the 
chargé d'affaires, submitted to the depart- 
ment a report concerning the anti-Semitic 
agitation in Russia. 


Amnesty Granted to Many. 


“ Before May 22-June 4, 1907, Jews holding 
certificates of the first guild were permitted 
ta reside in Kief.”’ states the report. “‘ The 
‘amnesty’ circular of that date gave the 
right of residence to other Jews who had 
been domiciled there contrary to law @uring 
the disturbances of 1905-6. They began te 
take up lines of trade which had been for- 
bidden them under the terms of their pre- 
vious certificates. Under the pressure of the 
duma M. Stolypin was obliged, in March of 
the present year, to repeal the circular, and 
a strict enforcement of the law was ordered. 

“ The situation was now adverse not only 
for those Jews who had illegally established 
a residence but also for those who, previously 
possessing the right of residence, had failed 
to take cut the requisite certificates and 
gone into forbidden lines of business, and 
had thus forfeited privileges previously held. 


Fear Business Disturbance. 

“ The wholesale order gave rise to s0 many 
protests both from the Jews affected by it and 
from commercial! organizations which depre- 
cated any disturbance of the business con- 
ditions of the section that a commission was 
appointed to consider the situation, and at 
the same time a commissioner was sent from 
the department of commerce and industry 
for the same purpose. 

“It is this commission which has now re- 
ported. The report of the commission shows 
of 1,180 cases examined 180 were allowed to 
remain, 980 were expelled, and &) are unde- 
cided.” 


MORE JEWS DRIVEN OUR OF EIEF:

A SURPRISE TO HAMMERSTEIN 
Opera Leader Says He Was Only Seek- 


ing to Interest America in Artistic

Nobody consulted me when it happened.’’ 
This was the reply Oscar Hammerstein made 
when the subject of the refugal of the Rus- 
sian government to permit him to enter Rus- 
sia was broached. “I suppcse the govern- 
ment fears I might revolutionize the Russian 
operatic world if I reached St. Petersburg.”

LONDON, June 11.—Charies C. Healey, 
captain of mounted police, has practically 
finished the work delegated to him by the 
Chicago Association,of Commerce on hand- 
hng street traffic ahd 
Mauretania. Although he has studied the 
condition of many continefital cities Capt. 
Healey resins thé favorable opinion be 
formed of London ca his arrival. “ Berlin,” 
he says, “is the cleanest city I have visited. 
Perhaps the impression ia due in part to the 
new pavements everywhere, However, I 
cannot see where there is a chance to im- 
prove London. It is a medelt on which other 
European cities should base thelr ordinances. 

“ Conditions a: 2 bad in some spots ip Paris, 
however. They are developing there the 
“Eno” system of handling treffic, which 
might just as well be called the London, New 
York, or Chicago system. The drivers of 
Paris are not yet educated toe the fact that 
the streets helong to the people as well as to 


them.”’ 
Public Obedience Is Secret. 


Three weeks of close study of London enly 
confirmed Capt. Healey’s firet impression 
that the way traffic is handled there is due 
to the quick obedience of the public to the 
police. ‘It must not be forgotten thet these 
London regulations which have been im- 
proved as occasion demands were in force 
before Chicago was a city,” he said, “ and 
that the English public is trained to obey 
them. 

* Conditions are different in Chicago and 
London... Here trains are suppressed in the 
crowded centers, while the network of rail- 
road tracks creates a difficulty in Chicago. 
When Chicago's new sybway is working, 
trains may be done away with In these cen- 
ters. Then again the-e are more motor 
vehicles in London and their ability to back 
easily or go forward quickly relieves conges- 
tion. 

Streets Easy to Clean. 

“T like the ‘ squeegees’ used here in clean- 
ing the streets, but London's streets are 
easier to clean, owing to their smooth sur- 
faces, however, than in Chicago, where 
granite blocks present a rough surface. The 
cleaning of London streets at night, when 
there is no traffic congestion, is fine. I have 
never seen, either, so complete a system of 
garbage removal as in London. The vans 
are meta! and are almost air tight, prevent- 
ing matter being blown about and penning 
up odors. Motor brushes and motor sprin- 
klers save time, are economical, and far in 
advance of the hand cleaning methods in 
Chicago. 

Capt. Healey declares that what is wanted 
is better -education among the public and 
more respect for the law on the part of 
drivers and foot passengers. 


FAMOUS WORK OF ART STOLEN; 
THINK IT SOLD TO YANKEE. 


Heart of St. Joseph Disappears from 
Italian Church—Reliquary Original- 
ly Zelonged to Charles the Fifth.

ROME, June 11.—The outcry against Amer- 
icans “‘ stealing "* works of art again is heard 
throughout the penineula. This time the 
‘crime "' was committed not far from Ascoll, 
where, as readers will remember, was stolen 
the famous cope of Pope Nicholas, which 
was bought in good faith by J. P. Morgan, 
who generously returhed it to the Italian 
government without asking a refund of what 
he had paid. 

What has caused the present agitation is 
the disappearance from Lecnessa of the 
heart of St. Joseph, preserved in an artistic 
silver reliquary. 

Of course it is not the heart of St. Joseph, 
the father of the Virgin Mary, but another 


who was a Capuchin monk and suffered mar- 
tyrdom at the hands of the Turks. 

The faithiul are horrified at the stealing 
of the sacred relic and at the loss of the 
precious case, which is of solid silver, chis- 
eled by a pupil) of Benvenuto Cellini, weighs 
over: fifty pounds, and is three feet high. 

Originally it belonged to Charles V., who 
gave it to his daughter, Margarite’ Astria, 
who married Aleseandro de Medici, and who 
had a second husband, Ottavio Farnese, 
and who was the mother of Allesdro Farnese, 
afterward Pope Pau! IIT. 

The reliquary has an inscription alluding 
to Farnese as cardinal and the Farnese coat 
of arms, consisting of six lilies. The heart 
of St. Joseph was presented in the seven- 
teenth century by Prince Orsini to the Cap- 
pucini of Leonessa, who preserved it in a 
reliquary given in 1646 by Cardina? France 
Sco Maria Farnese. 

An old inventory attributed to this work of 
art a value of $760, but it was considered 
priceless when in 1863 a bill was passed in 
Italy suppressing religious orders. 

The Cappucini had to leave the monastery 
of Leonessa, so the people transported the 
relic and reliquary, for the former of which 
they have deep devotion, to the Church of 


had been erected. They had been there all 
this time, closed ip a niche which had not 
been opened for thirteen years, until thieves 
took them the other night. 

The popular mird immediately decided the 
theft could not have been made except with 
the idea cf seiling to some rich American, and 
such urgent demands are being made to the 
authorities that the government will insti- 
tute an investigation in the United States. 


PUCCINI COMING TO NEW YORK. 


Composer Expects “The Girl of the 
Golden West” Will Be Produced 
in New York.

SAYS REFUGEES ARE KIDNAPED

Mr. Turner was a witness in the hearing 
on the resolution of Representative Wilson 
of Pennsylvania, which proposes a congres- 
sional investigation of the subject. 

Mr. Turner charged that officers of the 
United States secret service, United States 
forest rangers, immigration officials, soldijerg 
of the United States regular army, customs 
officials of this country, and local police in 
many cities had been working in conjunction 
with the authorities of Mexico to bring about 
the return of Mexican political refugees to 
Mexico, where they might be thrown into 
prisons. 

Mr. Turner related instances which he said 
he personally had investigated and confirmed. 
One was the case of a Mexican refugee named 
Sarabia. who was working as a printer in 
Dougias, Ariz.. in 1907. According to Mr. 
Turner’s statement, Sarabia was seized with- 
out warrant, thrown in jail at Douglas by a 
United States forest ranger, and at night 
was forced4nto an automobile and carried, 
gagged and struggling, across the line into 
Mexico. 

There he was taken on horseback, with an 
escort of Mexican troops, on a five day jour- 
ney to a penitentiary at Hermosillo, Mex. 
Through the efforts of American friends he 
was brought back to this country and his 
alleged kidnapers were arrested and prose- 
cuted, but were never convicted.

Putting to Death of C Christians 
or Other Unbelievers" .

Murder is no crime in the eyes of Islam 
when the siayer is a Moslem and his victim 
an unbeliever—that, is to say, a Christian, 


a Jew, a Parsee, or a Buddhist. This doc- 


trine, familiar to those who have lived for 
any length of time in: Mohammedan coun- 
tries independent of aby hn but 
which has hitherto been Ny ignored 
not only here in the. United States and in 
western Europe but even in British India 
and in Egypt, has been brought into promi- 
nence within the last two weeks by the re- 


_fusal of the grand Mufti at Cairo to approve 


of the capital sentence passed upon Wardeni, 
the assassin of Prime Minister Boutros 
Pasha, on the ground that a Moslem cannot 


be put to death for killing a Christian. 


The grand mufti also gave two other rea- 
sons for his attitude, both of them ofa child- 
ish character. One of them was to the effect 


-that there is no mention of revolvers in the 


Koran or in that Cheriat law which is based 
on the holy writ of Islam—the Cheriat dating 
back to the eighth century—and consequently 
that any Mosiem making ust of a revolver to 
wound or murder is gulltiess of any crime 
known to the sacred law. The third argu- 
mént of the grand mufti was that the rela- 
tives of Boutros Pasha had failed to appear 
at the trial asp: osecutors. 
~~ ' 
Dismissing the two latter reasons as puerile, 
the first of the three put forward by the 
grand mufti in behalf of his refusal to sanc- 
tion the sentence passed by the native courts 
at Cairo, upon W ni, is one that invites 
serious corsi@ration. for the grand muftij 
is the divine whose interpretations of Ko- 
ranic and Cheriat law, as applied to the 
questions of the day, are final. He is a mag- 
nate of whose spiritual authority the tempo- 


‘ral rulers of the country must take account. 


Despotic khedives, and éven the most pow- 
erful sulians. have been compelled to sub- 
mit to his yoke. 

When Suleiman the Magnificent, perhaps 
the grandest of all Ottoman rulers, demand- 
ed of Grand Mufti Abu Saoud a fetwa, de- 
claring it iawrul to put to death al! the in- 
habitants of conquered European provinces 
who refused to embrace the faith of Islam, 
the grand mufti declined to comply. Again, 
when Abbas I. of Egypt. the most saturnine 
fanatic and cruel of tyrants who have held 
sway at Cairo, attempted to exile,the Grand 
Mufti Sheikhel-Abbasi to the Sudan for re- 
fusing to issue a fetwa empowering him, 
Abbas, to ratify sentences of death passed on 
Moslems, there was so great a disturbance 
among all true believers throughout the land 
of the Nile that the viceroy wag not only pre- 
vented from putting ‘into execution his de- 
cree of banishment against the grand mufti, 
but even found it prudent to appezse popular 
anger by loading him with honors.

Now, Cairo, and not Ccnstantinople, is the 
headquarters of moslem orthodoxy, and from 
its celebrated University of El Azhar, which 
occupies much the same relation to Islam 
that Oxford does to the Church of England, 
have been graduated for the last ten cen- 
turies ajl those teachers of mosiem doctrine 
who ere regponsible for the fact that today 
between 200,000,000 and 200.000,000 of the 
human race are followers of the prophet.

They fit into our ioweat rank ‘without ® 
struggle. Theirs is a iong, hard row to hice 
in the United States. One out of every ten 
of the Cetraro’s peopie is in the United States 
today. There are perhaps one hundred in 
town who have been there. ‘Still more, ae 
in Argentina. Otherwise they de e 
United States. They have been coming and 
going for a long time.» Their favorite cities 
are New York, Brooklyn, and EHzabeth and 
Paterson, N. J. Ten are in Chicago. N 
more wii] have reached Chicago before th 
Jetter, for they left here last week. 

They stay three or four years; they come 
back with their savings. They build a little 
house, they rebuild an old one or they buy a 
little land. They remain a year and ther go 
back. Three-fourths of the emigrants were 
peasant laborers; the remainder, general ja- 
borers of the town. As 4 rule. they owned 
neither land nor the house in which they lived. 
The few venturesome souls who fitet made 
the trip have made it easier for those who 
follow. Confidence has came to the peasants; 
they lend each other money, they help each 
other. Directly or indirectly each emigrant 
helps three or four others, generally rela- 
tives, to make the trip. 

They say that emigration has brought 
cleanliness and decency to Cetraro. If this 
be true, one gasps to think what it was before 

they discovered America. 


Live Apart in America. 

But after all, my informants say, the change 
in the emigrants with their three. or four 
years abroad ig not what it should be. . They 
see almost nothing of Americanlife. In New 
York they live by ‘themselves on One Hun- 
dred. and Eleventh street. They preserve 
their own instincts. They fay they live even 
worse In New York than here. They live in 
the streets and.in the fruga! life fare no better 
than at home. The agent .wants to know 
why we tolerate this. Why do we allow 
Italians to.munch onions in the street like 
a dog eating a bone? He advises us to send 
every man found eating in the street to jail 
for two years. This advice is more interest- 
ing than important. It shows us what he 
considers good manners in eating. They say 
the people of Cetraro are afraid of lower New 
York, afraid of the Black Hand people in 
Elizabeth and Mott streets. They talk about 
these haunts of the West Side with more 
familiarity than an average New Yorker, 

We should treat them better in our cities, 
we should not force Italians to live by them-~

Neither the agent nor the men who have 
come back with whom I have talked seem to 
have the slightest conception of what the 
United States really stands for. Their 
knowledge of us is confined to certain quar- 
ters and certain conditions: They tell methe 
cities of Italy are as good; if not better, than 
the cities of the United States. Palermo is 
as fine as New York, but for every Black 
Hander in Palermo they say there are'a 
thousand in New York. ae 


Tiny Hillside Farms. 


Many of the men of Cetraro now in the 
United States come from little houses scat- 
tered over broken; hareh hills which rise one 
behind another back oftown. They have cer- 
tainly made the most of these tiny hillside 
farms, some of them not'much larger than a 
tablecloth. The hills are clothed with olives 
and in between are patches of wheat so 
ridiculcusly small that ‘they would have been 
abandoned a hundred years ago in New Eng- 
land. It is a dreary landscape when you look 
at it through a farmer’s eyes. But to the 
tourist it is always picturesque. 

I followed five barefooted women climbing 
a rough, worn cobble lane, each bearing on 
her head a big piece of rock. They dumped 
their burdens in front of a hole in the ground. 
A little pudgy man was piling rock in the 
form ofanoven. He is about to build a house. 
He is short, but his rolled-up sleeves show 
splendid arms, and there is a merry twinkle 
to his black eyes which peer out through his 
bushy black whiskers as he tells me of seven 
years’ work in Brooklyn as a stonemason. 

** What is the difference between Brooklyn 
and Cetraroy" * There I got $2 a day: here 
I get 2 cents.”" “‘ Why did you come back?” 
“O, I got enough; I can now live in Cetraro 
all right.” While we were talking a woman 
went by with a 20 pound sack on her head. 
She had carried it up from the station, nearly 
a mile below. She was straight, but short, 
and carried her load like a Darjeeling porter. 


New Houses in Many Streets. 


Cetraro is changing, no doubt of that. At 
the. edge of town, in a single row, are eleven 
new houses, each of four or five rooms, for 
four or five families: Nearly every lane and 
every street shows one or more new houses, 
all built with money from America. A. few 
years ago they eyen started to build a wagon 
road to the station. It was a difficult piece 
of engineering and the money expended upon 
it, for a/town so poor, must have been enor- 
mous. “ Why haven't you finished the 
road?” “ Well, the crisis in = the 
States made times hard 
better times abroad now coming we will s00n 
have the road finished.” 

Strolling about the half finished house wag 
a rather gayly. dressed young man. smoking 
a cigaret. He wore a fancy vest and the 
hat of a westerner. He was a bark in 
Brookiyn*for four years. He, returns next 
month, or as soon as the house ae is building 
for whey, pia ged is finished.

' Bower to Adapt Itself. 

Theoretically. if a man is turned upside 
down, the leg pressure should therefore fall 
to abeut 1240 mHlimeters, since gravity is no 
longer acting, while the. arm and neck pies- 
sure should rise to somiewhere about 190 
millimeters., ‘in the case of the inverted stu- 
dent it was found that although the leg blood 
pressure immediately cropped to about fifty 
there was no corresponding rise of pressure 
in’ the. neck and atm vessels. 

In'‘other words, the healthy heart has 
power: to adapt iteelf to any posture we may 
assume and yet keep the blood pressure in 
the important parts of the body, particularly 
in the heart and head vessels, at the normal. 
The abdominal cavity with its great network 
of large veseels is used as a reservoir into 
which the blood from the limbs can be poured 
sO as never to overcharge the heart itself or 
the vessels of the head and neck. 


King Sets Sailor Fashions. 

King George prefaced his announcement 
of his intention to continue his father’s racing 
stables with words which read almost as if 
they were put forward in excuse or justifi- 
cation: * King Edward having bequeathed 
his racing and breeding studs to the king,’ 
etc. But the new king has succeeded his 
father in another capacity without any for- 
mal announcement, and it is he now who sets 
the fashion for men. 

The first effect on men's wear of the ac- 
cession of the sailor king has been a demand 
for styles and colors associated wrth the 
sailors.

Suez Canal Is Profitable. 

The last fiscal year has been the most prof- 
itable in the history of the Suez canal. ‘The 
receipts amounted to nearly $25,0W,0U0, due 
mainiy to a revival of the Indian trade, not- 
ably from the ports of Bombay and Karachi.

Robert. J.. Thompson, American ‘Consul 
at Hanover, and Son Paul Spend 
Day and Nightin Gorge. 


BERLIN, June 11.—Meseages received from 
Wengern, Switzerland, describe the experi- 
ences of Robert J. Thompson of Chicago. 
American consul in Hanover, Germany, and 
his son Paul, who loet their way while moun- 
taineering In the Bernese Oberland, 

The Thompsons had climbed to Maenn- 
lichen and on descending sought to avoid 
the glaciers on the east side of the moun- 
tain by making a wide detour. 

After proceeding for hours they took a 
wrong direction and in retracing their course 
hopelessly lcst their bearings and passed 
thirteen hours in groping their way about the 
mountain side. 

Thompson resides at 1604 Wellington street 
in Chicago. He was appointed consyl at 
Cienfuegos, Cuba, by President Roosevelt, 
but refused the post. He was originator and 
promoter of the Lafayette statue project and 
was given the Order of the Legion of Honor 
by the president of France.

The unapimous vote cast by the house

MARCUS AURELIUS AND MODERN 
LIFE. : 
It is Interesting. to observe, in a time 
haughtily devoted to its own ideals, how, 
in spite’ of all, that great figure among 
the latter ancients, Marcus Aurelius An- 
tonius, holds his high place in the regard 
of lovers of history, of philosophy, and 
morality. The calmness, serenity, and 
balance of this man, emperor of Rome, at 
a time when the Christian flame of con- 
viction flared to the heavens, has re- 
mained to this day a quieting and enno- 
Gling influence. Struggling and tumultu- 
ous souls bave turned from their own 
doubts and dreads, the recantations and 
emotional orgies, to this reasonable con- 
templator of life as the debauched might 
seek a well of healing or the desert worn 
He down beside a meadow brook. The 
essential tolerance of his views it has 
been impossible to exceed. His scorn of 
little things, his reverence for life as a 
whole, his repudiation of formulas, and 
hie serene confidence that the conscious- 
ness of being which the gods bestowed 
would continue regardless of physical con- 
ditions have fed the souls of generations 
of men—men with emaciated spirits, 
starved on the husks of atheism; men 
sated with the sweets of unquestioning 
belief and complacency. Before such. his 
ideas have spread like a pleasant and 
wholesome meadow where one might 
wander at will, undirected by paths and 
unhindered by barriers. | 
A recent review of the life of Ma 

Aurelius in connection with the Stoic phi- 
losophers, by F. W. Bussell, vice princi- 


offering in a general way the highest cam- 
mendatory comment, discovers, neverthe- 
less, an inherent weakness in Aurelius 
which militates against the modernity 
which it has been the fashion to ascribe 
to him. Mr. Bussell traces an extraordi- 
mary resemblance of Tolstoi to Marcus 
Aurelius. He writes: “ Whether it be 
insistence on moral duty, tolerance of evil, 
ascetic contempt of human love in all its 
forms, an utter inability to understand 
logic or follow an argument, strange and 
fascinated disgust of the petty details of 
life-—-Mareus is but a Tolstoi enthroned, 
a restatement of the inspired pessimist.” 
For Mr. Busseli finds Marcus too toler- 
ant, too indifferent, judicial even to ‘las 
situde, and lacking in the ‘“-will-to-live ” 
which has become almost the religion of 
the present time. | 
Notwithstanding all that may be said in 
criticism of the | t time, it has one 
healthful and stirring quality—the desire 
‘to use to their full capacity the powers 
of mind and body.

PASSING OF HOME INFLUENCE. 

America has been styled by foreign vis- 
itors as the chijdren’s paradise, and we 
ourselves are fond of calling. the time in 
which we live the children’s age. The 
Rev. W. C,. Gannett, a Unitarian clergy- 
man of Rochester, has come to the con- 
clusion that society is living ander a child 
government—that the parent has abdicated 
in favor of his children, 

That this is true many parents will ad- 
mit if they pause to consider what they 
have allowed to go on in their own house- 
holds. (They are working with the good 
of their children solely in view, not in the 
sense of directing and advising the boys 
and girls, but as servitors to young mon- 
archs whom they are preparing for rule. _ 

In the matter of their studies even in 
the elementary schools few parents exer- 
cise any supervision or help. In many 
cases they do not know the names of those 
who teach their children and almost never 
cobperate with the teacher in helping the 
child over the hard places in the curricu- 
lam. Long before most children are 
through the grammar echools they have, 
by their parents’ apathy or acquiescence, 
taken the bit in their own teeth, decided 
what they will or will not study-and how 
much studying they will do. When they 
reach high school the emancipation from 
parent rule is usually complete, and by 
the time they are in college the réles are 
reversed and it is they who reign. 

As for moral instruction or preparation 
for the spiritual side of life the same 
apathy on the part of the parents exista 
Family worship or even the contemplation 
of spiritual things in the home is sadly a 
minus quantity. Instruction in the Sunday 
school is, as Mr. Gannett points out, left 
to earnest but young and sometimes tn- 
educated persons, and has in nowise kept 
up ‘with the education of the day school. 
Of this, too, the parents are unheeding. 

As a horse knowe almost instantly the 
touch of the inexperienced driver on his 
rein, so the child learns at an early age 
to take advantage of parental indifference 
or overaffection, and it is not many years 
before the young man or woman is the 
most important personage in the family, 
imperious, arrogant, and too often disre- 
spectful of those who should reign, but 
who have lost their right to by abdicat- 
ing to their young subjecta 

If the mothers’ congress, which is to 
meet in Denver, and all other meetings, 
clubs, federations, and guilds in the in- 
terest of children will from now on and 
forever work in favor of a renaissance of 
home influence for the child, and if less 
effort be made to turn over children of 
tender age to the care and instruction of 
unknown teachers, there will be more 
family solidarity, more authority of parent- 
hood, and more hope for the future gen- 
erations. 


THE SPIRIT OF CITIES. 

One of the special merits of the best 
work of the late Sydney Porter (0. 
Henry) was its interpretation or expres- 
sion of the personality of New York 
Oity. It was probably not the result of a 
definite intention and no doubt he himself’ 
was unconscious of the importance and 
saliency of it as a factor.in his writing. 
But it gave to the latter a value not at- 
tained by most of our clever writers, 
though “local color,” to use the familiar 
term, has been a principal aim in Amer- 
ican fiction for many years. 

The service is one for which any new 
world city should be grateful. American 
cities and towns have well defined person- 
alities which are worth realizing through 
the arts. There are, of course, the phys!- 
eal characteristics differentiating them, 
though these seem of small interest when 
one thinks of the objective contrasts be- 
tween London and Paris, Berlin and Con- 
stantinople, Amsterdam and Madrid, Mos- 
cow and Rome, Edinburgh and Venice, 
But beneath the relative physical similari- 
ty of our cities are subtle contrasts and 
correspondences of significance, to Amer- 
icans, at least, and destined to become 
more important. as. the years go by. 

Besides, it is an essential part of the 
self-development of a community, and cer- 
tainly a part in its progress toward a rea) 
civic consciousness, a real urbanity, to 
apprehend this incorporeal self, its aura, 
as the theosophists might call ft. To 
express London or Paris how many gen- 
fuses have lived! No reader of the best 
books is a stranger to either of these 
cities, for stroke. by stroke they have. been. 


painted upon our imaginations in their | 
essential forms by men of clairvoyant } 


minds and magic pens. Soak ie §

But they are carrying out their 
duties to their offices in seeing that the law is enforced and 
that the last penny due the United States is pale ‘by the most 
stasigniscant American. 
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‘Those in charge of executing the customs regulations might, 
however, ameliorate the state of the returping passengers by 
exacting as far as possible a never failing courtesy on the 
part of the officiais. in charge of the unpleasant task of 
searching persons and luggage for dutiable geods. This is 
perfectly compatible with good service to Uncle Sam. The 
present attitude of the ordinary inspector is apt to be an in- 
sult to any self-respecting citizen.

* Miss Ethel Arnold, the distinguished Eng- 


lish jeeturer, relied solely upon historic facta, 
statistics; 4nd sound reasoning. Her strong- 
est arkument waa drawn from the history of 
the risé of the men’s Labor party In the house 
of cOmmons and thé benefits that have ac- 
crued {o workingmen thereby. 

The connection between the franchise and 
the economic status of workers, she asserted, 
could, be seen best by the great changes that 
hed been wrought in the. condition of the 
workinmemen of the ‘united kingdom. The 
rise of the powerful Labor party in the rouse 
of commons, she said, was. due entfrely to 
the strurgie of the workingmen forthe bal- 
lot in the last century, notwithstanding the 
fact that they were also organized into trade 
unions, which latter fact is sometimivs given 
the credit ‘for the betterment of the class as 
a whole.

On the other hand the iron men in- 
sist that it is iron work, that they are en- 
titled and expected to put in al) the iron 
work that goes in a building, and that the 
concrete reinforcement is part of their work. 

They are terribly in the minority in this 
opinion, for concrete used as a building ma- 
terial has opened up a field of employment 
for thousands where only scores were at 
work before. The amount of such work that 
is done in Chicago at preaent, when the in- 
dustry is just over the infant stage, requires 
approximately 10,000 men ofallkinds. There 
are five local unions of cement finishers, the 
men who do the expert work, in the city, and 
their membership runs above the 4,000 mark, 
and with the helpers and laborers the total 
number runs close to the first figure men- 
tioned.

to the extent of having handled the concrete. 
They may be hodcarriers, wheelbarrow men, 
or mixers, the coarse work being left to them. 
There is one drawback to the work; concrete 
cannot be poured in cold weather, and in this 
latitude this practically cuts out the winter 
months from these workers’ time of employ- 
ment. 

Outside of that the conorete man is the 
man with the trade of the hour. He can go 
about anywhere in the country and find work, 
for there are few localities where at this 
time of the year some work of this kind is 
not being done. In the south sea walls are 
being built of the.stuff to protect southern 
harbors; in ‘the north, railroad tunnels 
through the mountains and snowsheds are 
being built of the same. 

At Tacoma there is building one of the big- 
gest stadiums in the world wholly out of 
concrete, while in New York a great bridge 
is belng completed of the same material: 
Milwaukee is hard at work on one of the 
biggest concrete jobs in the world, a colossal 
viaduct half a mile long and 110 feet high; at 
Keokuk the Mississippi river at last is being 
dammed with the aid of concrete. Cuincin- 
nati ig another place where a big concrete 
dam is going in.

‘Parmer Finds Many Uses for It. 


In all of the big cities an enormous amount 
of the work is being done. Buildings up to 
four stories in height are being erected of 
concrete, street pavements are placed on it 
as a foundation; track elevation can’t get 
along without it, and sewers, guttera, tunnels, 
and walks need it in their business. But the 
city len’t alone in ite hearty reception of con- 
crete. The farmer finds it good stuff, too. 
Barns, silos, sheda, foundations, everything 
that formerly was made exclusively of wood , 
now is beginning In a measure to use con- 
crete, and all of it gives employment to the 
concrete worker. 

Formerly it was the iron man who rode 
in the forefront of industry and broke the 
way for other workers who followed. He 
still is there in many cases, the coyboy of 
the air, but the concrete worker is running 
him neck and neck and sometimes beating 
him to it. Big bridges still need the iron 
worker, but only to put up the steel frame-

Innumerable Things Made of It. 

Outside of the construction work the num- 
ber of ways of using concrete are startling 
to the layman. Everybody knows about 
cement blocks and molds, but everybody does 
not know that car steps, platformsand floors, 
lamp posts, fence posts, fountains, benches, 
chairs, grand stands, telegraph poles, ship 

decks, tiling, furniture, railroad ties, joiste, 
beams, monuments, window frames, roofing, 
and so on until your breath gives out are only 
a few of the articles incidentally made of the 
stuff. 

It ie difficult to predict just how far con- 
crete will go in manufactures. They seem to 
be able to make almost anything out of ft 
that previously has been made out of wood 
or metal Concrete inkstends are among the 
items of a Buropean manufacture’s cata- 
logue and it is @ pretty neat inskstand at 
that. Any thing in which weight is not a 
handicap seems susceptible to concrete—ex- 
cept the skyscraper building. 

Even American Ingenuity and Inventive- 
nese so far has failed to develop concrete con- 
struction to the point where it is feasible for 
the walls of buildings of great height. At 
present concrete must content itself with the 
floors and interior work.

The United States has its success in silk 
manufacture. Its silk throwing and silk weav- 
ing machinery is the most nearly perfect any- 
where and its mechanical power Is the largest 
and the best. Mansfield, Conn., in 1810 had 
the first silk mill of the western hemisphere, 
and five years later Philadelphia had the next 
and four years after, in 1834, Baltimore had 
the third. New York, Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, and New Jersey soon 
became silk centers. And when the 
took the duty from silk in 1860 many of their 
silk throwsters and weavers were thrown 
out of work and came over to America with 
their machines and men. They settled in Pat- 
erson, N. J., and made Paterson the pre- 
eminent silk center of the states, an honor 
still ites own. 

But even so by 1870 the Americans were 
manufacturing only 23 per cent of the silk 
they were using. By 1830 the percentage was 
88, and by 1800 55, and 1806 8. In 1868 they

The dyer can work great havoc with silk. 


When no damage is done it the silk is the most | 
durable and sturdy of textiles. But dyers and 


manufacturers sometimes dip the thrown silk 
into bichloride of tin to multiply ite weight 
three and four fold. They stretch the skeins 
so that a given weight will weave a greater 
number of yards. They steam it so that it 
will have an unnatural luster. They dye it 
with inferior dyes. 

All this is profitable to manufacturers, but 
highly unprofitable to consumers and is the 
real story of the silk petticoat panic. Wom- 
en wonder why their silk skirte mysterioudy 
eplit, crack and fall into holes even when 
only banging in closets or lying in bureav 
drawers.

Flying Machine Ancient Idea. 


By EMMETT C. HALL. 


O ANCIENT is the idea of the flying 
machine that the first attempts at nav- 
igation of the sky are lost in the clouds 
of time and fable, but there are au- 
thentic accounts of inventions and at- 

tempts made at least five hundred years be- 
fore the invention of the balloon. 

Knolles, in his history of the Turks, gives 
an account of an attempt at flight made in 
the year 1147 at Constantinople, during the 
visit of Clisasthlan, the Turkish sultan, to 
Emanuel, the Greek emperor. An active and 
daring Turk conceived the idea that by cloth- 
ing himself in garments made with great 
fullness, so that they would catch the wind, 
he would be able to hover in the air after 
springing from the top of a tall tower, com- 
ing easily and gradually to the earth. In 
the presence of the two rulers and a great 
crowd of people he made the attempt, and 
premptly broke his neck. Scottish history re- 
lates a somewhat similar story, the “ flight” 
taking place from the battlements of Stirling 
castle. 

In 1817 the European journals gave ac- 
counts of a “ fiying machine” said to have 
been invented by a country clergyman of 
Lower Saxony. It was stated that “ the ma- 
chine ie bullt of light wood; it is made to float 
in the air, chiefly by means of the constant 
action of a pair of large bellows of a peculiar 
construction which occupies in the front the 
position of the lungs and the neck of a bird 
on the wing. The wings on both sides are 
directed by thin cords. The height to which 
a farmer's boy [10 or 12 years of age] whom 
the inventor hes instructed in the manage- 
ment of it, has hitherto ascended with it, is 
not considerable, because his attention has 
been more directed to give a progressive 
than an escending motion to this machine.” 


* * 
Clergy Foremost in Attempts. 


The clergy seem at all times to have been 
foremost in the attempts at navigation of the 
air, Milton, in his history of Britain, speak- 
ing of one Elmer, a monk, who foretold the 
invasion of William of Normandy, who, in 
his youth, made and fitted to his hands and 
feet some form of wings, and with these he 
andertook to fly from the top of a tower. 

A certain success attended his efforts, as he 
actually did “fly” a furlong, but the wind 
being strong, he eventually fell to the ground, 
breaking both his legs. ‘“ So conceited was 
he of hie art, the historian remarks, “ that 
he attributed the cause of his fall to thé want 


of a tail, as birds have, which he forgot to 


make and fix behind him.” 

In the year 1809, a Mr. Degan, a watch- 
maker of Vienna, constructed a fiying ma- 
chine to operate in a manner analogous to the 
wings of birds, while the effect partly re- 
sembied the closing of a parachute, station- 
ary on its descent. The frame consisted of 
rods, on which the navigator stood erect. A 
flat wing, nine feet long, eight feet broad at 
the base, and terminating in a point, pro- 
jected from each side of the frame at the 
“ shoulder,” and a fan shaped tail projected 
behind. Bach wing, by means of corde, could 
be made concave or flattened, and the tai!

Of course, no hard working, ambitious 
young man could store up the amount of 
energy that either Johnsor or Jeffries will 
have on tap for the big fight. There areonly 
two of them, and other men come in another 
and lower category when the question of 
human energy is to be considered, Although 
neither ig to be held up to the young man 
as am example for his emulation, it may bé 
said that they both present excellent object 
lessons in the wey of what man can do in 
meking strength and power. 


Jeffries and Johnson both, of course, were’ 


born with an abnormal supply of strength 
and power. In their way they are freaks, 
compared to the average man. But neither 
would be able to undergo the fearful ordeal 
of battie that will come to them on the Fourth 
unless he had trained and developed himseif 
solely and wholly with a view to having en- 
durance and energy. The young man who 
could put into use the amount of energy 
which these men possess, applying it intelli- 
gently to his work, could not help but attract 
attention, 


It is accepted among students of physical 
energy and its expenditure that the average 
man seldom draws upon the funds of reserve 
force that nature has provided him with. 
Theodore Roosevelt has been cited time and 
time again as an example of what a mancean 
do when he discovers this reserve force and 
uses it to its full limits. 


Somebody has referred to him as the “ al- 
most ling example of the human en- 
gine driven at full powér.”- His working 
capacity is such as to be sufficient to tire 
out three or four men in a day, and yet his 
stock of energy calls upon him to expend still 


more power in daily play. Just what Mr. 
Roosevelt’s energy in horsepower is has not 
been computed, but there is little doubt that, 
if utilized as a power producing energy, he 


would be capable of running something of a | 
factory by himeelf. 


Even Roosevelt Is Outclassed. 


Jeffries and Johnson, however, would make 
evén the whirlwind-like Roosevelt look small 
and inefficient if sdtisfactory comparisons 
could be made. Their mere punching power, 
‘the amount that each expends in each t'ow 
that he strikes, is astounding, consid- 
ered in horsepowers. The two conflicting 
forces that will meet in the ring at San Fran- 
cisco are nearly inconceivable. Jeffries’ left 
swing is proverbial in prize fight circles for 


‘ {ts almost superhuman power. Every time 


that Jeff uncorks one of his celebrated swings 
he releases a force equal to 2% horsepower. 
That is. if such a blow were to be generated 
by mechanical motive power, it would tax 
the capacity of a 2% horsepower to reproduce 
it. If it could be harnessed and the power 
in it preserved and utilized, it would serve 
as 2% horsepower in operating any machine. 


Johnson’s favorite hard blow is his right 
upper cut. It is a phenomenon of blows, ac- 
cording to prize fight experts, in that, no 
matter how short or long be the striking dis- 
tance which it travels, it always arrives with 
practically the same force behind it when 
it reaches the spot. 

It is agreed that Jeffries is the harder 
hitter of the two, but every time Johnson 
fairly lets go of his right upper cut, he, too, 
lets go of 2% horsepower in the way of phys- 
ical energy. The idea of the big black har- 
nessed and puaching away at the rate of once 
a minute is fantastic, but if such a feat could 
be accomplished right there in his big right 
arm there would be e 2% horsepower engine 
that might be doing something useful, like 
running a drill press, or helping to lift an 
elevator, 


Estimate on Previous Fights. 

Just how many punches will be struck per 
round by one or both men in the big fight 
is a matter that not even prize fight follow- 
ers pretend to know. But by estimating 
from positive knowledge of their other fights, 
and considering that in this battle both will 
fight as they never fought before, it is calcu- 
lated that 244 horsepower will be used up in 
punches in every three minute round of 
fighting. If the battle goes the full forty-five 
rounds 11,000 horsepower will have been 
thrown away. 

Supposing that “ Jeff’ and “ Jack " could 
be prevailed upon to repeat their fight every 
day, harnessed in such a way that the en- 
ergy they expend could be controlled, each 
Gay they would be equivalent to an 11,000 
horsepower dynamo, which would run a light- 
ing piaat supplying 50,000 electric bulb lights, 


‘eonstantly in use, or would run a factory 


requiring this amount of power. As nothing 
of the sort can be done, however, this much 
energy will go to waste. 

Incidentally, the average worker each day 
of his life reproduces in miniature the feat 
of wastefulness that this pair will be guilty 
of on the Fourth. More energy is wasted 
in play than is consumed in work. The differ- 
ence is that it pays Jeffries and Johnson 
to waste their energy. They get money for 
doing it. The average man usually spends 
money while he is at it. Moral: Save your 
punches.

But W. L. Abbott, 
chief engineer in the operating department 
of the Commonwealth-Edison company, is 
sponsor for the general idea of getting the 
heat values from Illinois coal and his plan 
is firing it without lifting it to the surface.

Only 
that coal which otherwise never may be re- 
covered from the original rich deposits he 
proposes as the coal for subsurface firing 
and for the production of the now well estab- 
lished “ producer” gas with which the gas 
engine ie driven.

! Idea a ** Hangover.” 

“In fact, the idea may be termed a sort 
of ‘hangover’ from those days when I be- 
gan experimenting with perpetual motion,*’ 
he said. “I’ve nursed this idea of under- 
ground coal consumption, largely through 
my imagination, yet at the same time recog- 
nizing that virtually nothing is regarded 
as wholly impossible.” , 

In the beginning of facts bearing om the 
proposition, it may be said that INinois coal 
styled as “ thick” is in veins ranging from 
six to fourteen feet through Of this coal 
there are 18,000 square milea, approximately. 
“Thin” coal is recognized in a four foot 
seam, from which it ranges to one foot over 
a territory of about 25,000 square miles, 
much of which lies under the black corn belt 
of the state. 

These 25,000 square miles of coal lands 
probably never will be worked within the 
memory of men now living. All the cost of 


coal at the mines lies in the work of mining. - 


The operator. may buy the underlying coal 
from the farmer at one-fourth of a cent 4 
ton. When the coal appears at the surface 
of the mine it has cost the operator about 8 
cents a ton, while ite selling price there is 
from 90 to 95 cents aton. Thus mining the 
thin seams at such rates is profitless, 

But in the deeper veins of coal, from six 
to twelve and fourteen feet, miners on the 
whole have extracted only about 50 per cent 
of the deposit before the mime has beep 
abandoned. “Roofs and pillars and walis 
of standing coal have been left to the ex- 
tent of millions of tons, there to disappear 
in the flooding and settlings of the abandoned 
workings, 


* 
Mine Fire the Inspiration. 


It was the mine fire which first ted 
to Mr. Abbott the possibility of bringing this 
other half of the coal seam to the surface 
as available fuel. Fire breaking out in the 
thick seams of a bituminous coal mine has 
been one of the bardest of fires to combat.

Though of necessity a 
small -coMege, ite graduates and former students are 
today in an unheralded manner doing excellent work 
in every state and territory of the union, wielding in 
their respéctive environments untold influence for 
good among the deaf people of the country. 

Dr. Edward Miner Gallaudet, the founder and or- 
ganizer of Gallaudet. college, who ranks in poigt of 
service among the coldest college presidents in the 
country, hag recently résigned his office after more than 
fifty years of active: work at the heag@ of the insti- 


tution. The announceinent was made on Presentation 


@ay. which, for many years, has been observed on the 
first Wednesday of May, in lieu of the customary college 
commencement, in order to have the public anniversary 
occur before Washingtonians leave the city for the 
summer, as well as to avoid the proverbial hot weather 
of June.

Congress Liberal in Appropriations. - 

During the entire existence of the institution con- 
gress has been exceedingly Mberal as a rule in pro- 
viding for its support, though on occasions Dr. Gal- 
laudet has had hard fights with various chairmen of 
cemmittees on appropriations to have his annual esti- 
mates submitted, without curtailment, to congress. 
Rarely, however, has he failed to secure the amounts 
asked for, and the annual appropriation now approxi- 
mates $80,000 for general support and maintenance. 

Dr. Gallaudet degerves to be regarded as the greatest 
living benefactor of the deaf, for besides devoting a 
* tifetime to their service he has secured from congress 
for byildings and grounds at Kendal! Green almost a 
million dollars, and for the support of the institution 
more than two millions and a half. Under his direc- 
tion there fas been built up at Kendal) Green a college 
group of foltirteen or fifteen buildings on a campus 
that is regarded as one of the most delightful spots in 
Washington. With an adjoining farm and woodland 
of a hundred acres and located as it is within a few 
minutes’ walk of the capitol and congressional library, 
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‘the college is an ideal place for the young people who 


come to it from all parts of the country. 

The course of study offered by Gallaudet college 
compares favorably with that of the average small 
college: the standing of its faculty ranks far above 
the average. The majority of state schools for the 
deaf are unable to prepare their pupils for the fresh- 
man class, 80 it is necessary to do some preparatory 
work at Kendal! Green before atudents are ready for 
admission to the collegiate classes. Students are ad- 
mitted only upon strict written examination, and the 
number of applicants is always from two to ‘three 
times that of the successful candidates. Before being 
admitted to the freshman class the candidate is re- 
quired to pass, either at the state institution or at the 


college, written examinations in the usual grammar. 
school studies and in English history, American histor’, ° 


elementary physics, English {including English com- 
position and a prescribed course of reading), algebra, 
plane and solid geometry, and two years of Latin. 


x * 
Free Scholarships Long Provided. 


Upon satisfactorily passing the examinations, stu- 
dents may be received on free scholarships provided 
by acts of congress, the gcholarship being granted 
upon the recommendation of the member of congress 
from the district in which the applicant resides. The 
number of these scholarships has grown from ten in 
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12867 to 100 at the present time. From the organiza- 
tion of the college there were certain scholarships 
provided by private individuals, but in 1367 Thaddeus 
Stevens, then chairman of the house committee on 
appropriations, sought free admission for a young deaf 
man from his district, and upon being told that con- 
gress had not provided for the free admission of deaf- 
mutes from the states, Mr. Stevens declared in language 
more forcible than elegant that congress should author- 
ize such admissions, and the needed legislation was 
promptly carried through. This act of congress com- 
pleted the nationalization of the college. 

The curriculum at the present time includes courses 
in languages, ancient and modern, mathematics, nat- 
ural science, history and political science, and philos- 
ophy. Special technical instruction is afforded in civil, 
mechanical, and electrical engineering and in chemistry, 
this work being in the hands of men of broad educa- 
tion and practical experience along these lines. Some 
of the studies pursued in this department are analytic 
geometry, descriptive geometry, differential calculus, 
mechanics of materials, teveling, topographical sur- 
veying, railroad surveying, qualitative and quantitative 
analysis, assaying, chemical preparations, organic chem- 
istry, agricultural chemistry, and determinative min- 
eralogy. 

The social life at Gallaudet college is unusually inter- 
esting and complete; there are regularly established 
socials, dances receptions, parties, and lawn fétes, and 
amateur theatrical entertainments, including’ plays, tab- 
leaux, and pantomimes; literary societies, clubs, a Greek 
letter fraternity, literary and religious lectures, and 
special class day functions. There is an annual camp- 
ing expedition to the Great falis of the Potomac, sixteen 
miles above Washington. ; 


* * 
Annual Visit Made to Falls. 


These falls, by the way, are the largest south of 
Niagara, and their remarkable beauty is just becoming 
known to visitors in Washington, for they have until 
recently been difficult of access, but may now be 
reached from the Virginia side by an hour’s ride over 
a newly constructed electric line. Gallaudet students 
and professors made their first visit to the falls on foot 
during the Thanksgiving holidays of 1869, and so 
charmed were they all with the beauty of the place 
that gince then not a year has elapsed without a visit 
to Great falls by student parties. For the last twenty 
years, the men have usually camped there in tents 
for a week during the Easter holidays, and during 
one day have entertained in their best camping style 
their young women friends, who make the expeditian 
under fhe chaperonage of professors and instructors, 
going as far as the famous old “Cabin John" bridge 
and hotel by electric line and the remaining distance 
by private conveyance. 

Gallaudet students are strong in the various lines of 
athletics. Football and baseball teams have schedules 
with the leading colleges of the District, Maryland. and 
Virginia, and regular practice games with the academies 
and high schools of Washington. Though having but 
a comparatively small number of students to choose 
from, these, as a rule, are of the best the state institu- 


tions for the deaf afford, and frequently in the Past the 


teams of George Washington, Johns Hopkigs, Virginia, 
and Georgetown universities, not to mention those of 
the smaller neighboring colleges, have suffered defeat at 
the hands of the Gallaudet nines and etevens. 

The silent system of sign and manual signaling preves 
@articulariy effective in football, and no amount of 
#houting from the side lines can disturb or rattle the 
Players. The same is true of baseball, and in both

On the Whole, college life at Gallaudet is made at- 
tractive aud helpful to all the students. Many Ufelong 
friendships and attachments are formed; because of 
the comparatively small number of students, their aaso- 
elation with the members of the faculty and with one 
another is alse much more intimete than in other eol- 
leges, and these influences have a far reaching effect on 
the lives of the graduates. 

During the lest twenty years there has been at Gal- 
laudet .a small normal department, established to pre- 
pare well educated hearigg men and women to take 
up the work of instructing the deaf. Careful train- 
ing is given in the theory and the practice of instruc- 
tion, especial attention being given to the teaching 
of speech and lip reading. and every student of the 
college is given the opportunity to improve his ability 
to speak and to read speech from the lips of others. Six 
fellowships, vaiued at $500 each, are offered*annually to 
college graduates, and young men and women have 
entered this department from thirty-one states, the 
District of Columbia, England, Ireland, India. and 
Corea, about 75 per cent of them being graduates of 
well known colleges. The majority of these are now 
teaching in the schools throughout the country, a pum- 
ber of them being superintendents. 


* * 
Results Proof of lis Great W ork. 


More than fifteen hundred deaf young people have 
had the benefit of the training afforded by the Columbia 
institution, almost a thousand of them having Seen in 
Gallaudet college. On a recént occasion, in reviewing 
the work of the institution, Dr. Gallaudet gaid: 

“Whether the existence and continuance of the col- 
lege can be justified or not must be determined by the 
results that have been achieved. Time would hardly 
suffice even to name the various occupations our young 
people are successfully pursuing, but a sufficient number 
may be mentioned to give an idea of the facility with 
which they find places in the busy workshop -of the 
world. They are engaged as architects and builders, 
editors and publishers, chemists and assayers, surveyors 
and civil engineers, postmasters, bankers, recorders of 
deeds, patent lawyers, botanists, fruit and general 
farmers; as clerks in the executive departments in 
Washington and in custom houses, postofiices, and 
with railroad and insurance companies; as inventors, 
artists, engravers, lithographers, photographers, and 
assistants in public libraries; as teachers and officers in 
schools for the deaf, and last but not least, as regu- 
larly ordained clergymen: conducting missions and 
churches for the deaf in many of our cities and large 
towns, 

“But the ability to earn their living in a creditable 
manner is far from all that has been given 6ur stu- 
dents by their alma mater. The consciousness of pro- 
motion to an advanced plane amd the intellectual enjoy- 
ment growing out of the enlarged range of thought 
made possible by their college training have added 
to the happiness of the lives of our students to a 
degree not easily estimated. Even the deaf of the 
country who have not been able to seek admission to 
the college have had pleasure and pride in the know!l- 
edge of its existence, for they rejoice that to the deaf 
as a class opportunity is afforded to secure 2 higher 
education.” _ 

Through the work of the college and its officers the 
standard of education in the state schools for the deaf 
has been advanced, the social and industrial status of 
the deaf generally has been raised, and much of that 
misunderstanding prevalent regarding the intellectual 
capacity of the, deaf has been removed.

He remained at the chateau during his convaies- 
cence and then left for St. Petersburg. Shortly after- 
ward Count Tarnowska found a letter which made 
him suspicious. He forced the countess to confess 
and at the same time write an invitation to Count 
Borjewski to join them at once. This brought him 
back in a couple of days. The count and the countess 
were in the park on his arrival, the former carrying 
a shotgun under his arm. As Borjewski advanced 
and while bowing to the countess his host slightly 
raised his gun and shot him dead, wounding his wife 
at the same time. The countess insisted that her 
husband had planned the murder and told her of his 
intentions shortly before it occurred. She demanded 
separation pending divorce, and the count was ar- 
rested for murder. 

After her separation the countess with her two 
children traveled much .on the continent, attracting 
wide attention. In order to obtain a divorce she 
sought a lawyer and was introduced to Luiz Prilou- 
koff, one of the most eminent lawyers in Moscow. 
This man, extremely intelligent, of unquestioned abil- 
ity and integrity, became hopelessly infatuated with 
this strange woman, who accepted him. as an inciden- 
ta) tribute to her power. Priloukoff: deserted wife 
and children, squandered his fortune as well as trust 
funds of some rich clients, and sacrificed his splen- 
did practice and career to follow her blindly wher- 
ever she chose to go.

Secretary Succumbs to Her Charms. 


She wished to place her son in a military academy, 
and for that purpose went to Orel. Here she met the 
first secretary to the governor of that city, a young 
aristocrat named Nikolas Naumoff, who happened to 
be an intimate friend of Count Komarowski, whom 
he shortly afterwards murdered through the machina- 
tions of. Countess Tarnowska. Naumoff is -a super- 
sensitive esthete, puerile, without the least strength 
of individuality, naturally a morbid but tender heart- 
ed sentimentalist, ready to act at the suggestion from 
a stronger mind, especially when ‘coming from one

It was at Warsaw that the countess told Naumoff 
that he must kif] Komarowski and thus prove himself 
worthy of her. The victim had been persuaded under 
the promise of marriage to insure his life in her favor 
for $200,000.. Countess Tarnowska, it. is firmly be- 
lieved, did not care so much for the money, but 


wanted to get rid of what she termed “a nuisance 


which must be killed.”

According to his testimony the count- 
ess hesitated ~some time as to who should murder 
Komarowski, her choice finally falling on Nau~ -¢f 
because he was a friend of the count. 

‘The truth on this point will never de known. The 
fact proved was that Priloukof wrote an insulting 
letter to Naumoff, signing it Komarowski. The excit- 
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able young man, not suspecting in the least such a 
diabolical scheme, took the first train for Venice and 
on. the day after his arrival went to the apartments 
of his friend and was shown to his room. With 
scarcely an exchange of a word he shot him, but 
did not kill him outright.

——N the Des Moines rapids!” has been an 
expletive phraseology in the mouths of 
the old captains, pilots, and crews of 
steamboats in the upper Mississippi river 
for a hundred years. 

“Dam the Des Moines rapids” is the 
present philosophy voiced by almost every 
resident of Keokuk, Ia., whose old city got 

its name from the Indian designation, “the foot of the 
rapids.” After ten years of activity preparing for the 
damming of the rapids (with two “ms”) work is under 
way toward construction of this second largest power 
producing dam in all the world. With its 200,000 horse 
power capacity, it will exceed everything of the wind 
save the combined forces at Niagara, while the dam 
itself, presenting a cement monolith across the mile 
wide river between Keokuk and the little town of Ham- 
ilton, Tll., is comparable only with the great irrigating 
dam across the Nile. 

Keokuk at the moment is on the tiptoe of expéct- 
ancy. Work has begun and is growing rapidly on the 
Hamilton side of the river. Rivér interests are back- 
ing the work; both houses of congress gave unanimous 
consent to its building; former President Rodsevelt, 
with the governors of nineteen states, madé the trip 
over the rapids in 1907 and decided upon its tremendous 
utility in navies Oe, now that signs of the begin- 
ning are to be seen m the bluffs at Keokuk, the I?i- 
nois bluffs at Hamilton are an attraction for field 
glasses in the hands of the Keokukians, conservative 
as they are in this ninetieth year of the city’s estab- 
lishment. 

= 

Bright Vision of Renaissance. 

It is something to excite the imaginations of an oldest 
of river towns on the upper Mississippi. Steamboating in 
its palmiest days found Keokuk the Gate City to Iowa 
and the west, simply bécause of the innate deviltry of 
the Des Moines rapids. From the lower reaches of the 
river boats from New Orleans, St. Louis, and from the 
tributary Ohio river, stalled at the foot of these rapids. 
Later, when the railroads came and the steamboats 
dwindled on the upper Mississippi, the Des Moines rapids 
were d——d with an “n” in it. Datmming it now with 
two *‘ms,” Keokuk has its visions of a renaissance of 
the old steamboating days, together with its central 
place in the distribution of more électric water power 
than almost any other city in the world. 

Expenditures of probably $20,000,000 in the work of 
bullding in the mext four or five yéars are stimulating 
the expectancy of local business which has feason to 
céunt upon the feeding, clothing, housifg, and “ inci- 
dGentals” that the army of thé builders must feduire. 

And thereafter, with a water power fixture in the 
great river generating 200,000 electric horse power and 
at the same time “drowning” the Des Moines rapids to 
@ standstill for more than forty miles above Keoku*, 
the population of the Gate City of Iowa and all the 
upper river towns is on the qui vive.

they are asking. “‘Does it mean bringing back the old. 


days on the river?’ 

Some authorities say it does mean all of that: others 
feel that the raflroads have assumed the old burdens of 
the river traffic past all recall. However this may be, 
Keokuk will be satisfied to be the center of attention 
as contributing by means of electrical energy the vast 
horse power of the old rapids, probably to towns and 
cities within a radius of 200 miles.

Lost Water Power Long Considered. 

The fact is that Keokuk has been a little dippy over 
the lost water power that has been passing its door- 
yards since its first white man’s cabin was built in 1820. 
A. E. Johnstone, president of the Keokuk Savings bank, 
has in his possession a blank certificate of stock in the 
“ Mississippi River Improvement association,” formed in 
1848, with a capital of $1,000,000. its objects mainiy 
were to improve navigation and harness the water 
power that might be developed in the process. 

Today the Keokuk and Hamilton Water Power com- 
pany, with offices in Keokuk and in Hamilton and act. 
ing under an IlHnois charter in its formation, will be 
quite satisfied to gather in the enormous water power 
of the Des Moines rapids; after which, if the ola steam- 
boating Gays on the river choose to return, they will be 
welcomed. For in building the great forty foot 4am— 
4,700 feet in length—the twelve mile stretch of the Des 
Moines rapids will have disappeared for ail time— 
to death—and leaving it up to the shipper and 
companies to decide as to renewed 
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the difficulties and dangers of the rapids increased. 
Coming down the rapids in high water, even, boats felt 
for the channel and Wound in and out and across, with 
the léad line dropping at every boat’s length. In low 
water the big paddle wheel steamers from the lower 
reaches of the river came up against the current to 
Keokuk to tie up, unload cargoes into barges, and have 
the lighter sternwheelers tow them up the rapids to 
the larger vessels waiting to receive these transship- 
ments for northern points on the river. 

“These wete the palmy days for Keokuk,” said J. F. 
Daugherty, a resident of Keokuk since 1842, and once 
captain of his own boat In the river trade. “I’ve seen 
a thousand steamboats tied up at the Keokuk docks 
and lined down the river, tied up to trees, waiting for 
barges to transship over the rapids. Those Were the 
days when a busifiess site in Keokuk was worth more 
than a businéss site of the sate size on State street 
in Chicago.

Keokuk Tien the Live City. 


“In those days every boat carried its double créw of 
mén, one for cutting the wood from the banks for 
firing the boat’s engines. These boats were of the first 
class, ranging from 600 to 1,000 tons burden, and the 
stuff that came up here from the Ohio river, from St. 
Louis, an@d New Orleans, covered about everything that 
the civiligation of those days demanded up river. But 
it had to be lightered over the rapids and in those days 
the old river men invented much of their picturesque 
vocabulary right here at the foot of the Des Moines 
rapids. 

“There were double lines of boats in passenger serv- 
ice running between Keokuk and St. Louis and to Cin- 
cinnati. A boat would leave Keokuk about 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon and be in St. Louis the next morning. In 
those days Keokuk was the live city on this stretch of 
the river. It was fille@d with river men, who talked the 
river, dreamed of the river, and spent the best years 
of their lives navigating it. But the panic of 1857 hit 
the river business ahd with the decadence of the river 
boats the population of Keokuk has been almost at a 
standstill. 

“But -with the Des Moines rapids out of the way it 
seems to me that railway competition can’t hold off a 
renewal of steamboat activities.” 

On the other hand, William Logan, vice president of 
the original Keokuk and Hamilton Water Power com- 
pany, and president of the State Central Savings bank 
of Keokuk, feels that the river steamer is a buried 
factor in commerce. He points to the fact that in 1880 
a total of 78,989 tons’ of merchandise passed through 
the draw of the Kedékuk bridge, as compared with only 
7,778 tons in 1909; 2,197,400 bushels of grain, compared 
with 2,500 bushels in 1909, and 193,000,000 feet of 
lumber, compared to 600,000 feet last year.

Rapids’ Worst Phases Above Keokuk. 


These décréeases, too, in spite of the fact that in the 
Carly ‘70s the United Stdtes government, through its 
engineers, took a strangle hold on the Des Moines rapids 
on the Iowa side. The worst phases of the rapids exist 
only eight miles above Keokuk and to overcome them 
the government built eight miles of canal and installed 
three locks in that length of it. 

With the power dam installed, however, the old 
canal and the three locks will be covered by about 
twenty feet of water and put out of commission, to- 
gether with its annual cost of about $43,0°° for oper- 
ation. 

To compensate for the ruined canal, the builders of 
the dam will put in a single lock at Keokuk measuring 
986x400 feet, and furnish the power to operate it all 
without cost to the government and with a government 
engineer on the ground supervising the work. This 
will shorten the time of passage for boats probably 80 
per cent, while the power will come free from the water 
power plant for all time. 

Also thé builders of the dam mist take upon them- 
selves the construction of a dry dock accommodating river 
boats,. either for building or repairs. In all of the work 
of building the dam, engineers of the government war 
department will supervise the construction to the end 
that no possible interference may be prevented to river 
navigation. They will see to the preservation of this 
greatest Waterway on the continent: the builders of the 
dam will see to the production of electric power from 
dam and pliant. 

Probably never in the history of the country has such 
an undertaking in a navigable river received such con- 
sideration upon so little showing as began with Keo- 
soon individual ventufe in harnessing the Des @foines 

s. 
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Birge Was After Results Alone. 

“Well!” exclaimed a middle west congressman upon 
first acquaintance with the proposition, “I should say 
that your enterprise is équaled only by your audacity!" 

But Keokuk had prepared to meet this characteristic 
and fully expected observation. It had been years study- 


ing the possibilities of such a venture C. P. Birge, a 


veteran wholesale grocer of Keokuk, had nursed the 
thought of water power for years. To his mind the 
enormous horse power of thé Des Moines rapias repre- 
sented loss to millions in the valley of the upper Mis- 
sissippi. One day in 1899 he issued invitations to twen- 
ty-five business men of his own selection to meet with 
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him in a conference in Keokuk. WNinéteen of these men, 
inclusive of himself, were of Keokuk; five of them were 
Hamilton, I11., men, atid one Was a man from St. Louis. 

Hivery man responded to the call. There were men 
who would have responded, but who were not invited 
by Mr. Birge. They may have béeén hurt, even angered, 
but Birge wae of the type not to care. He was making 
the first move to the end of water power from the 
rapids and he wanted the men he knew. 

The result of that meeting was the formation of the 
Keokuk and Hamilton Water Power company, with a cap- 
ital stock of $2,500, made up of $100 subscriptions from 
éach man present at that first meeting. At that time 
the idea was to build a comparatively small wing dam 
on thé Keokuk side and engineers from Chicago were 
called in consultation. But the result of the conference 
was that the proposed wing dam, while feasible, would 
not be a profitable venture and the scheme for the time 
wis abandoned. 

Oddly enough, it was Maj. Montgomery Meigs of the 
United States corps of engineers stationed at Keokuk, 
who made the first proposition for & dam across the 
river, 
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Move on Washington Carefully Planned. 


Navigation interests on the river set up unanimvus 
howls of indignation. To dam the Mississippi river? 
Inheard of and impossible! Gunboats would blow 
Keokuk off the bluffa if it were attempted! 

But Birge wasn't frighteried and he had men with 
him who wouldn't scare. Birge was president of the 
company and with his river surveys, with the opinions 
of government engineers, and with every manner and 
form of available backing that could be secured, he 
chose a committee which was to move on to Wash- 
ington early in January, 1905. These three.men were 
John N. Irwin of the Irwin-Phillips cOmpany, A. E. 
Johnstone of the Keokuk Savings bank, and Wiliam 
Logan of the State Central Savings bank. 

Congress was in extra session. Bills, gray with 
years, were ahead on the calendar. Time would be 
necessary, but President Birge said to his commit- 
teemen not to come hack without the tegislative act 
necessary for the building of that‘dam. But expense 
money would be needed? Somebody went to Keokuk 
city eoduncil. One or two aldermen rose with objec- 
tions, but were hooted down while the city council 
voted $6,000 of city funds for the trip. Little Hami}- 
ton on the I}inois side of the river gave $900. 

“You see,” said Dr. S. W. Moorehead, postmaster 
and editor of the Gate City, “Keokuk has a way of 
doing unlawful things by unanimous consent. We had 
no legal right to that $6,000 expense money, but we 
had the unanimous consent of the taxpayers to use it 
in that way.” 

“And the work we did, getting that bill through,” 
was a subject that entertained me mightily as Banker 
Johnstone and Banker Logan talked it all over and I 
sat listening.

Making Pull Effective the Problem. 


Pull? «hey had twice the horsepower of the Des 

Moines rapids at floodtide with them. But to hook it 
fast where the pull would be effective was the hard 
thing. 
’ “We had a letter of introduction to one of the most 
powerful of senate members, written for us by the 
senator’s own brother,” said Mr. Johnstone, “but when 
we tried to present it those seats outside his quarters 
got warm and hard as we waited. We waited mornings 
and we waited afternoons. We would have waited 
nights if we could. 

“One morning this senator came out of his office 
and moved toward the elevators. Some one else, wait- 
ing, said: ‘There he is now.’ I got up and followea 
him. I told him we had a letter of introduction to him. 
‘From whom?’ he snapped, looking me over. ‘From 
your brother,’ I said, calling him by name. ‘Then I’! 
see you in the morning,’ he said, brusquely. and went 
his way, making the three of us feel like a silver quar- 
ter with a hole in it. j 

“We were there next morning on the long wait when 
suddenly we were ushered into -his presence. He read 
the letter. He listened about three minutes to what 
we tried to say and then broke in: ‘I'll vote for the 
bill if you get it up—and, gentlemen, I won't détain 
you one minute longer!” 

“And he didn’t, did he, Aleck?” broke in Banker 
ery with a ldugh that set the reminiscent laugh 

ng. 

But it mist be remé@mbered that this was « bill that 
was unique in congressional work. It had the sanction 
of the war department and one of the officials . of 
the government in the engineering department had 
Proposed it. No other engineér in the department had 
picked « flaw tn it. The Keokuk and Hamiiton Water 
Power company represented there didn’t expect to 
have a share of the stock or do another lick of Work 
on the scheme after the passage of the bill. And when 
the bill finally wetit through after a month's work of 
the committee President Roosevelt not only signed it, 
but two years tater on his Mississippi river trip he 
emphasized the fact that he was “dee-lightea” that 
he had done so. 

This congressional act was put through on Feb. 9. 
1905. Every safeguard was put about the concession.

Money Advanced ai Once Repaid. 

These originators of the scheme at Keokuk had noth- 
ing to se}l for exploitation in stocks. They wanted 
to sell all rights which would result in the realization 
of the mammoth undertaking. Cooper was pleased 
With the thing. Keokuk and Hamilton enthusiasts were 
pleased with Cooper. Last year the original stockhold- 
ers gave power of attorney to Johnstone, Logan, and 
Dadant to sell as they saw fit, and the possession of 
the original company’s charter; taken out in Tliinois, 
passed over to Cooper for $20,000 In cash. 

“And what do you suppose we did, first thing, with 
that money?” asked President Johnstone. “We paid 
back into the Keokuk treasury its $6,000 and to the 
Hamilton treasury the $900 which that town had ad- 
vanced to the cause. The only member of that organ- 
igation holding stock in the new company or otherwise 

more than a citigen’s interest tn the completion 
of the work is Mr. Logan. He is a vice president in 
the new organization.” 

“And,” adds Mr. Logan, “that work, which began 
on Jan. 10 in order to hold the franchise under the 
law, is going on to its completion with no shade of a 
doubt in the minds of any of us.”

Some “ Samples” of Builder's Skill. 

They are gigantic, but this is an age of gigantic en- 
gineering. Cooper has left his mark on many such 
Water power sites. Cement construction has been test- 
ed and proved. In the limestone gorge that contains 
the Des Moines rapids nature left her multiplied quad- 
rillions of tons of lime rock that is a necessity to ce- 
Ment workings. In the flow of waters ranging from 
20,000 cubic feet a second at low water, to 200,000 
cubic feet a second at flood, sand hag been deposited 
in millions of tons, to be had merely for the pumping. 

ter for the cement mixers is everlastingly at hand. 

nad as if to complete the favorable situation, the 

mighty bluffs on either side of the river channel must 
Re & storage basin to the end of tiine. 

Of the builders it may be sald that Cooper engineered 
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vassed every property folder that is to be affected and 
has secured options on 98 per cént of the riparian 
rights that are to be encroached. The largest cost 
involved will be the @ngulfing of the tracks of the 
Burlington railroad on the Iowa side. But the railroad 
company is in accord with the movement and for the 
most part this work will mean cutting into the bluffs 
higher up and estadlishing @ more favorable grade 
than the road now has. 

From a picturesque point of view this back- 
Water drowning the rapids also will drown out the 
grave of Joseph Smith in the oid Mormon cemetery 
at Nauvoo. It has been suggested that some remnant 
of his following may have thre remains of the prophet 
taken to some other spot for reinterment. Montrose, 
an Iowa town a few miles up the river, will have some 
of its business section flooded, but Montrose, too, wants 
the dam as does évery other town affected by its flood 
waters. Under these conditions it is believed that $1,- 
000,000 te $1,500,000 will satisfy all claims under the 
company’s rights of eminent domain.

Giant Bluffs Much in Evidence. 


Of the dam a perspective view of the mechanical 
drawing in place in the mver is fairly representative, 
save that the man who made the technical drawing 
of the dam has not seen the highly material giant 
dluffs that confine thé Des Moines rapids. On the 
Iowa side these bluffs rise almost sheer from the river 
to a height of 150 feet or more. At Hamilton, on the 
TIilinois shore, considerable low lying bottom lands will 
be flooded, averaginhNg $60 an acre, perhaps, as the farm- 
ers on this low shelf of loam have risked little in 
house and barn building, owing to the river floods. 

The present work now going on at Hamilton large- 
ly is preparatory. A deep cut has been made in the 
upper limestone to the solid, slate blue rock upon 
whith a descending meteor of a billion pounds weight 
likely would go to smash. Clearing the quarry of an 


Piant will furnish power for operating carriers, shov- 
els, and the equipment for working. 

From shore to shore the river at this point—half a 
mile above the Keokuk river bridge—has a floor of 
solid limestone into which the cement will be locked 
without any reinforcement of steel. The upstream 
face of the dam is to be vertical. Downstream the 
water will destend over a compound curve which at 
the bottom setids the floods sharply out from the foot 
of the dam. 

In the building of this solid cement structure, its 
monolithic character will be completed piecemeal. First 
a cofferdam is built to shut out the river and is pumped 
dry. In crossing the river with the dam a length of 
forty-six feet will be molded in iron forms bolted to- 
gether and removable. Then a@ section of thirty feet 
will be left open between the first unit and the next 
forty-six feet inclosed by the cofferdam. In closing 
up these thirty foot openings at the last cement will 
form the openings between the unit sections, but leav- 
ing im each thirty foot gap a steel floodgate eleven 
feet high and thirty feet wide. 

The dam, including abutments, will be 4,700 feet 
long, With a spillway 4,400 feet long in which will be 
116 of these steel] gates, operating from the bridge work 
on top of the dam. The average height above the 


‘river bed is thirty-seven feet with the base forty-three 


feet wide. 

The power house as shown on the Keokuk side of 
the river is 1,400 feet long and 123 feet wide, with « 
height of 113 feet from foundation to roof. Water 
passages and water wheel chambers will be molded 
into its substructure, while the superstructure is & 
house of contrete, steel, and brick, into which will be 
placed the electric generators, transfofmers, and ewitch- 
boards,

Water Turbine the Power Unit. 
No water will flow over the dam. The Water tur- 
bine, each with an upper and lower waterwheel operat- 
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the work of the wing dam in the Horseshoe rapids of 
Niagara, building out 800 feet into a millrace moving 
seventeen miles an hour and ranging from twenty-two 
to twenty-six feet in depth.

A sand pump 
will bring 15,000 yards of sand from the river bottom 
in ten hours. The cement mixers afte capable of pro- 
ducing 1,300 cubic yards a day. A central compressor 


ing under water préesstite and kéeping the electric gen- 
erators whirring, is the power unit, and theré will be 
thirty of them installed, each of them independent, 
with its own speed governor and apparatus. 

To protect this machinery from the floating ice, logs, 
and other river drift an ice fender 2,800 feet long will 
be built, curving in shoreward from the power house 
and looking at a giance to be a dam of cement. But 
underneath will be large archways through which the 
flood waters will escape, free of débris, to the turbines. 
In total the three main items of construction on this 
great work will be 500,000 barrels of cement entering 
into the 500,000 cubic yards of masonry and 7,000 tons 
of steel. 

In this construction of the dam for turbine units, 
turned by the underflow of head water against the dam, 
the matter of ice in the river is of no concern to the 
power company. In hard winters the river at Keokuk 
may freeze-over, but the rapids may be counted upon 
leaving the ice Blockade no longer than four to six 
weeks. Building a virtually still lake forty miles up 
stream, however, could complicate the matter of a re- 
newed river packet service. But, regardless of such 
contingencies, the rivermen are backers of the projected 
dam, and not until a short time ago was a voice heard 
against it. 

Then, at St. Louis, arose a voice asserting that hé had 
in contemplation a line of steamers 500 feet long and 
of commensurate breadth, which (when they Were built) 
would not pass the present proposed lock, 95x400 feet. 
A hearing was called for at St. Louis before the Mis- 
sissippi river commission, and at this writing it is the 
one factor in opposition. 

Power is the prime factor in the dam Interests. To 
get the power the rapids will be drowned as an incident, 
but will stay drowned. One lock Will exist where three 
had existed before. And above the dam will De a mile 
wide channel of the river, safe for the largést of river 
steamers, where in lowest water John Stannus, years 
ago, had crossed on foot on a small wager. 

Already it is announced that a sale of 60,000 horse- 
power, to be delivered at St. Louis, 225 miles away, has 
been effected to three public utilities companies, pro- 
vided the dam is completed on time. The initial instal- 
lation has called fot only 100,000 horsepower, which at 
first leaves Only 40,000 horsepower for the local manu- 
facturing cities Within a féw miles of the dam 

Power hungry as are thé river towns, however, the 
needs of the river, Whatéver they reasonably may be, 
are not overlooked, for the reason that tn the navigation 
ef the river, or in its improved navigability in the 
future, lies the club ovér the railroads. Maj. C. McD. 
Townsend of the corps of engineers long In charge of 
the upper Mississipp! improvement, has shown that the 
water rate on first class freight from St. Louis to St. 
Paul, a distance of 595 miles, is only 40 cents; 4 rate 
which obtains on rail shipments only sixty-one miles 
south of thé Missouri metropolis. 

Steam power Within 240 miles of Keokuk averages 
about $55 a horsepower year. In the sale of 60,000 
horsepower in St. Louis the horsepower year figure is 
said to have been at $18. In the past everywhere the 
manufacturing industries have gone to the coal dis- 


tricts, cutting off the rail rates on coal shipments. Keo- 
kuk is reasoning that if power from the dam can be 
transmitted 225 miles for $18, why should not the man- 
ufactures of the country leave the coal mines for the 
cheap water power on thé river, which has the cheapest 
of alk freight rates north and south and east by way 
of the Ohio river? 


* * 
What thé ** Boosters” Are Counting On. 


“That's what we're counting on,” said Frank Le Bron, 
chairman of the publicity department of the Keokuk 
Commercial club. “We are counting upon a class of 
manufactures that will bring men workers to the city. 
It ought to be the central manufacturing site for the 
agricultural implement business of the middle west. 
Today bauxite, the clay used in the manufacture of 
aluminium, is carried from Arkansas by rail to Niagara 
Falls for manufacture. Why shouldn't it come herétoa 
cheap water power by a cheap water route? We'll be 
ready to ask that question in earnest one of these 
days.” 

From whatever point of view it may be regarded, the 
completion of this greatest single dam and power plant 
on the continent must leave its mark on both river navi- 
gation and on manufactures. Keokuk alone drew up the 
plans and made the way easy for the builders. It has 
sold the builders’ richts wisely and well, in the best 
judgment of Keokuk citizens. In this position the Gate 
City is looking on with intense interest as the scar on 
the bluffs across the river grows and grows with the 
uncovering of the limestone deposits. 


In & way it may shock the staid, wealthy, conserva- 


tive old city, which has clung to its high bDiuffs for 
almost a century, when once its great power plant is in 
action. Most of the present day prominent citizetis were 
born in Keokuk. Brothers and sisters to them have 
drifted away by hundreds in these last forty years: 
many of them to make name and place elsewhere. Mem- 
bers of those older families have intermarried and have 


grown Wealthy there, but many others have gone never 
to return. 

Today Keokuk is a typical river town without a river. 
With a population of 18,000 or more, it is at a standstill 
because of the passing of the river packets. The old 
time darky, with gray hair and beard, fishes from the 
river front without disturbance of water craft. One 
of the largest and best barber shops in town is run by 
darkies. “Family” means more than money in the 
town’s social life, and it has been called the most hos- 
pitable of all its Iowa neighbors. It has its saloons, 
but they He along the watér front, and the Keokuk busi- 
ness man doesn’t patronize them. At home he has his 
decanter on his sideboard, and his friends Know the 
quality of his whisky. Everybody knows éverybody 
who, according to class, is worth knowing. The busindss 
man going home to a midday dinner may take two 
hours at it. . 

It shocks one to think what would happen to this 
ease and quiet conservatism were the great power dam 
across the river to waken Keokuk to double its popula- 
tion inside of ten years. It shocks still further toe think 
what might happen to Andrew Carnegie’s toll bridge 
were the power company to take cognizance of the sug- 
gestion and embody a real bridge overtopping the great 
dam, Your Uncié Andrew Library Carnegie would sit 
up quite a bit more at that than he did years ago when 
the steamer War Eagle, with a broken rudder, came 
whirling down the rapids and knocked oné span of the 
bridge into a cocked hat. 

Your Uncle Andrew holds the bonds issued for the 
building of this old time river bridge. The bridge car- 
ries the rails of a ratiroad line, over which ratis the 
Hamillton-Keokuk streci cars run—if there’s nothing else 
on the bridgé. Wagons wait for the street cars, the 
street cars wait for Wabash trains and engines, and the 
toll keepers at either @énd wait for everything. I wanted 
to walk out on the bridge far enough for a look up the 
Des Moines canal and its first lock. There aré foot- 
walks on either side. The tollkeeper was on the job 
at the Keokuk end.

F you are a reader of Taz SuNDAY TRIBUNE 
and 40 years old, or a little under it, you 
will recall the “New First Reader” of 
your childhood. It won't be so much the 
reading matter, however. Its reminiscent 
charm will lie in the old woodcut pictures 
with which its pages were lightened and 
somewhat adorned. 

Today the illustrated school book is on the desk of 
every child. For the most part these are photographic 
studies befitting the text in practical manner. On high- 
ly finished paper these photographic reproductions ap- 
proach the line of art, while if well chosen they are as 
instructive as is the text which they fllustrate. 

This fundamental idea of the illustrated text book 
was the thing which started Milton Fairchild of Albany, 
N. ¥., to produce virtually a school book which had no 
print at all. He realized that in books of instruction 
the illustrations in the lower grades of school would 
continue in conformity to the text of the study. He 
felt that in the schools at large there might be too 
little of the child’s obligations and duties to society 
brought home to him in those crowded hours at “ mak- 
ing grades.” Why not teach something of the outside 
world through photographs taken from the thick of 


living? 
* ** 
Moral Education Board the Resull. 


The result of this idea is the Moral Education 
Board of Baltimore, which is in the business of adapting 
moral photographs embodying their lessons to the lan- 
tern slide. From slides selections may be made adapt- 
able to any grade in any school and with a modern 
lantern throwing objects upon a screen, anything in the 
large and growing collections of photographs empha- 
sizing lessons in courtesies and morals is made ready 
for the school assembly room. The man explaining 
enough of the slide to hold interest and take out the 
possible tangles of its details is the only accessory 
to the pictures. 

In the beginning of his picture lesson scheme, Mr. 
Fairchild had an idea that the church would be best 
adapted for picture teachings. But the church as the 
place of exhibition smacked a little too much of the 
theological unless a “children’s church” could be orga- 
nized and maintained. This was impossible and im- 
practical. Then came the thought of the school system 
of the country. And with the realization of the hold 
that the moving picture shows have upon the children 
of the country, Mr. Fairchild went into competition. 

He was stimulated in this competitive effort by the 
knowledge that much that is in the show pictures has 
been under public censure. If he could hold the inter- 
est of the children to a series of stereopticon pictures 
in which people and things in the great outside world 
could be set out true to life and morality, or a moral 


@ccentuated in the scene, he felt that his plan would 
be a success. 


* ** 
Children Not Satisfied with “ Poses.” 

But of first importance, knowing the keen eye of 
the child for incongruities and departures from the 
real, he must have actual pictures with the faces of the 
individuals concerned showing interest and refiecting 
their feelings in the situation. This called for the 
clearest of photographic work—and to get these clearest 
pictures reflecting these things was not the easiest job 
in the world. “Posed” pictures manifestly would be- 
tray . themselves. To catch a real picture showing 
action on the part of the real actors absorbed in that 
thing that was absorbing them was a proposition 
largely involving chance. 

For example, to pick out a group of yelling boys affix- 
ing a tin can to the bristling tail of an alley cat not 
only would involve the element of chance in finding the 
group, but light would be necessary and a camera that 
would make the necessary sharpness and detail of 
everything within its range would be absolutely a fixed 
requirement. 

With a camera of standard make, manufactured for 
just such a purpose, Mr. Fairchild made many failures 
in effect. Faces of the participants in a setting of the 
kind blurred until they were lifeless on a screen. Legs 
and arms and cat were biots on the plates. He de- 
cided that if the fastest lens on the market wouldn't 
suffice, it was up to him to have one made that would— 
elise his scheme would go giimmering. 

He worked on a design for six months or more before 
he went to a manufacturer with his plans. Manifestly 
the camera box must not suggest e camera at all. 
Practically it. should take pictures of a moving scene 
as rapidly as possible and with the least show of 
manipulation on the part of the picture taker. 


* 
Invention Made to Supply Needs. 
In this particular case “necessity was the mother of 
invention” and when Mr. Fairchild was provided with

And to catch the school fight in all its detail of action 
and emotion, and with its accompanying cheering fol- 
lowers of the combatants, the man with the camera 
sought the schoo) grounds of Boston, Springfield, Prov- 
idence, and Montreal. He got his pictures and with his 
pictures he got his school spectators. With each of 
the particular fights he had stepped in and sifted the 
cause of the trouble and determined where the right 
and the wrong lay. 


* * 
Approval Spurs on His Efforts. 


To each of these series of lantern slides a printed, 
short description of the particular scene was appended, 
allowing the demonstrator to point the moral and adorn 
the tale accordingly as liis judgment of children’s judg- 
ments would allow. The series proved a hit in the sev- 
eral schools and Mr. Fairchild was spurred to further 
efforts in broader ethical fields. All nature was open 
to him. Cities and their crowded civilizations suzg- 
gested picture material that could teach the ethical 
side of situations. His camera could grasp virtually 
anything for reproduction upon the lantern slide. 

Encouraged, Mr. Fairchild took his suitcase camera 
and tramped the streets of nearly every large city in 
the east. He* crossed to England and tramped again, 
his eyes fixed upon subject material. From scores of 
lantern slides their numbers have run into thousands. 
About $50,000 has been expended in the work of prep- 
aration for these educational pictures along the lines 
of right living and in encouragement of the school chiid 
to ambitious effort. 

Following the series of “ Boys’ Fights,” adapted to 
the lower grades in schools, came “The True Sports- 
man” sesies for high school, and “What Am I Going 
to Do When I Am Grown Up?” adapted to the higher 
grammar grades of the schools. On a broadening scale 
these picture lesson§ began in the schools about 1907. 
and everywhere they were well received. In the school 
year of 1907-08 a total of 35,000 boys and girls were 
shown these pictures, largely during school sessions 
and as a supplementary course in education.

HE name “Les Apaches” was first given 

io the notorious’ Paris street ¢rimtnals 

by a French jeurnalist. ° This descriptive 

cognomen was eagerly seized upon by 

the French people, who are voracious 

readers of Indian stories.

But it won't be an 
American city by that time, if the worst 
fears of Marriage License Clerk Morris 
Salmonson come true. 

It eill be a city of Slavs, in point of 
numbers, at least, unless the young men 
and women of other nationalities hurry up 

and get mdtried. 

| At the rate that marriages are going now the peoples 
of Slav persuasion—Poles, Hungarians, Bohemians, 
Magyare, Croatians, Lithuanians, and so on—are placing 
themselves in a position to increase and multiply in 
euch numbers that by the time 1930 comes around, 
by the time Chicago with its expected 10,000,000 inhab- 
ftants stands forth before the world as its chief city, 
Chicago, the American city, will have disappeared nad 

its place will be Chicago, a city of Slavs. 

. That is, unless the young people of other national- 
ities hurry up and begin to marry. 

“It is the foreign element that is marrying now- 
edays, and the Slavic portion of it is far in the lead 
of the others,” says Mr. Salmonson. “Slava are great 
multipliers. They have children, no matter how high 
the cost. of living. The result inevitably will be the 
preponderance of Slavs within twenty years—uniess

Salmonson Chicago's Official Cupid. 

Salmonson, as the man who helps Cupid snare Chi- 
cago, is the man ‘who knows. He has sat behind the 
window marked “Marriage Licenses” for the last 
twenty-eight years. For half a lifetime he has watched 
Dlushing brides and grinning grooms come to his win- 
. dow andeget the pink paper that entitles them to wed, 
In all he has issued over 500,000 licenses, which means 
that he has helped something like a million hearts 
beat as half that number; and, being an observer, stu- 
dent, and ‘philosopher dDesides, he hes followed and 
analyzed marriage in Chicago and appreciatés as no 
other man, probably, the significance of the present 
trend in matrimony. 

At the Same time Mr. Salmonson is not alone in his 
declaration. Chicago stands in danger of becoming @ 
city of Slavs.

High Cost of Living Is Blamed. 

“The high cost of living probably can be blamed for 
the present situation of affairs as well as anything,” 
says Mr. Salmonson. “The young American man does 
not think of getting married until he is in a position 
to take care of his wife, and possibly a family, with- 
out any danger of a pinch. 
ican girl does not wish to get married until she can 
find the man who can take care of hér in a way that 
will guarantee good «clothes, a good time, and no dis- 
comforts. As a result, marriages among the Americans 
and several nationalities of foreigners are on the de- 
crease. 

“But with the Slavs i is @ifferent. They are prac- 
tically all poor people—that is, they are working peo- 
ple. But neither that nor the fact that the cost of liv- 
ing is increasing keeps them from getting married. 
They are used to the pinchés of living on a small in- 
come, and the custom of getting married, no matter 
what their circumstances, is bred in the bone. The 
young men come here and get work as laborers. Then 
they look around to find a girl.

We say “ perhaps ”’ ** chimerical ” 
for the reason that cseuebay ‘Erhethh for the 
defense sprung that word which was objected 
to by the state’s attorney and the objection 
sustained: next day Mr. Waymansprung the 

word on the venireman, it was objected to, 
and again the objection was sustained. 

No Harm in Kaowing. 

It seems evident that there is to be nothing 
chimerical about this case, but 80 many 
times in court procedure “ chimera” is re- 
sorted to in strong rhetorical phraseology 


. that if we were a school teacher intent upon 


bringing up the standard of citizenship we'd 
put that word across to the class anyhow. 
It won’t hurt anything, and might nail a 
venireman to the jury box. 

It seems a shame that so many veniremen, 
gwearing to the fact that they got their sole 
and only schooling in the Chicago schools, 
should have had to come down from the box 
with tingling red ears, march across to the 
clerk’s desk, and draw their warrgnts on 
the strength of such ignorance. Doubtless 
most of these chaps had to memorize the 
federal constitution, with the certainty that 
if ever they wanted the protection of that 
old document the attorney representing them 
would have recourse to these words in ef- 
fecting it. 

In this search for twelve jurymen out of 
111 veniremen drawn, too, the difference 
‘between ‘impression’ and ‘opinion ”’ has 
been drawn sharply in the inquisition. Think- 
ing it all over myself, I'll try to define it 
from a personal point of view touching the 
jury system itself. In this particular case, 
then, my “ impression ’’ is that a pretty good 
jury has been qualified for a jury’s service 
in the State of Illinois versus Browne, while 
my “opinion ”’ of the Jury system at large— 
if expressed—might cause me to be haled into 
the court of Judge McSurely to show cause 
why I’m not in contempt of every Circuit 
court in the country. 

~o- 

: Stress Laid on This Axiom. 

In all of the searching inquiry of veniremen 
the attorneys for the defense especially have 
laid stress upon that old “‘now you sée it 
and now you don’t’ axiom at law that every 
indicted aileged criminal MUST be consid- 
ered innocent as a lamb in the mind of the 
juror. before the juror is competent to decide 
whether or not he is innocent. 

Think this over a little when you get time. 
Think it over in this case even. Whatever 
your judgment is, it can't affect the trial 
now, because the real court-the jury—is and 
will be under lock and key until it returns 
{ts full and undivided judgment in the case. 

Mr. Browne was arrested on the confes- 
sion of a former friend between whom the 
endearing ” old pal’’ was used promiscuous- 
ly, mutually, and publicly. A distinctly 
“ peerical”’ grand jury of twenty-four men 
looked over the evidence. Considering the

evidence, they indicted Browne and held him 
to the Criminal court under heavy bond. 
Since the indictment four or five of the prom- 
inent atterneys in criminal court practice 
have exhausted every resource they could 
command to keep the defendant Browne 
from trial. Browne has been sitting in 
Judge McSurely’s court almost three days 
under bond of $15,000 as a sort of judicial in- 
surance against his seeking the old familiar 
“ parts unknown.”’ 

His attorneys have been insistent upon 
answers to such questions as these, directed 
especially’ at the state’s attorney’s side of 
the case: "Do you know Gov. Deneen?’’ 
“Do you know Roy O. West?” “Do you 
know James Pease?’’ Do you know State's 
Attorney Wayman?’ “Do you read Tug 
CHIcaAGo TRIBUNE?” “Do you know any 
person on the staff of THm® CHICAGO TRIB- 
UNE ?"’ 

All Read "The Tribune." 

Out of this categorical list they found one 
man who knew Gov. Deneen; they found one 
venireman who knew State’s Attorney Way- 
man, “having shaken his hand at the time 
of his election.’’ Almost every man ques- 
tioned had read Tue TRIBUNE, while it was 
reserved for one venireman to say that he 
was “‘ acquainted with a young lady on Tue 
TRInUNE.’’ Under further questioning he 
said that the young woman was a stenogra- 
pher. however, and he couldn't quite call her 
name ‘‘at the moment.’ (Which we believe 
was wholly true, remembering him merely 
as a young man, not particularly handsome.) 

Mr. Wayman’s line of inquiry directly 
bore upon the venireman’s acquaintanceship 
with Attorneys Forrest, O'Donnell, and Erb- 
stein; upon the venireman’s particular polit- 
ical affiliation and ward club work and hig 
knowledge of William J. Moxley; the distance 
he lived from the home of Lorimer and his 
acquaintanceship with that junior senator 
from Illinoisat Washington. Altogether both 
sides, quizzing the lives of veniremen, dis- 
covered one or more individuals handicapped 
by some possible knowledge, opinion, or re- 
lationship which disqualified them for sery- 
ice. 

But you, reader, having passed all these 
questionings up to that one point of “Can 
you swear to the qualifications of a juror by 
freeing your mind of anything that hitherto 
may have led you to ‘impressions’ of the 
guilt of the defendant, who must be consid- 
eréd innocent in spite of his indictment?” 
~—could you do this?

“Whole Forest to Be Considered “” 

Dr. James A. Kiernan, alienist, psycholo- 
gist. and medical expert in jury service in 
Chicago courts, declares his unwavering be- 
lief in the necessity for just that type of juror 
who can do so. He believes with the estate 
and the\cofistitutional law that any juror in 
a panel becomes an inefficient, dangerous 
officer of a court when he cannot weit until 
all evidence is in and the full panel shown 
into the jury room for deliberation and first 
judgments as to the guilt or innocence of the 
defendant. 

“The trouble is with the juryman, not the 
intent and sane purpose of the law,’’ he said. 
“The trouble is in finding jurors who see 
here and there a single tree in the woods, for- 
getting that they have been passing judg- 
ment on. a whole forest. As to the ‘ whole 
truth,” which the Witness is sworn to gtve, I 
could not make solemn oath that ever in my 
court experience I have told ‘the whole 
truth.’. As witness or as juryman, man is 
human. | He speaks arid acts by what he sees 
and hears, which give him his impressions 
which he feels are truths.

Experience Qualifies for Werk. 

One of the questions most frequently asked 
of veniremen in Judge McSurely’s court was, 
‘Have you ever before acted as a jury- 
man?'’ In this question in court lies the 
philosophy of Dr. Kiernan, in that it is con- 
ceded that a man who ever has served as a 
juror is the better qualified for the work. 

In the Browne vyenires, however, two men 
who had been called to serve three times each 
and who had been dismissed always might 
well be lined up and crossed off the list of 
the gary commission, Neither of these men 
lasted three minutes in the examinations. 

In all of these three days’ search for quall- 
fied’ jurors something more than court 
routine was in the atmosphere of the big 
court room on the west wing of the fourth 
fioor of the grim building. Seats had to be 
preserved for the long rows of waiting ven- 
iremen. More than this, a strict watch was 
kept by the bailiffs upon any one stepping 
inside the court rail. Once when a man 
stepped through, shook hands with the pris- 
oner, and had bent to speak to him, a signal 
from Judge McSurely brought 4 balliff to the 
man’s side in an instant and he was walked 
quickly away from the deferdant. 

All through the wearisome examinations of 
veniremen Browne had sat behind his attor- 
ne. 8 a Hteral ‘Man of the Iron Mask.” 

A stranger stepping inside the court room 
for a moment and asking no questions would 
tind it difficult on occasior to guess this man 
Browne as the prisoner. His attitude for 
hours at a stretch is in sitting back in his 
chair, hie right. arm over the back, and his 
face—almost colorless—in something more 
than absolute repose. At such time his large 
upper eyelid dropps almost over his ashy 
blue eye. They are eyes of unusual pigment 
shadings. They cannot be called gray; they 
are not blue—and in repose they are in- 
scrutable.

Profile Suggests Professional Man. 

In profile, hig face might read him into, 
any of the professions. In connection with 
his slight baldness, his dark brown hair 
curling into a heavy roll above his collar 
and without a single white hair showing, 
first might suggest a star actor, assured 
of his position among theatrical stars, and 
blasé as to une opinion of him off the 
stage. 

If he wets to fapnet into a pulpit, in the 
black frock coat and trousers which he at 
times has worn, his face and figure would 
command attention, especially from women; 
hie features are a@ little too regular—hend- 
some, one might say—for the man of the 
world to feel mrore than that he belongs to 
the school of the dilettante.

He 
would expect of him a carefully worded pre- 
sentment of his points, given without heat 
of passion and certainly without sting of 
irony, quip or retort. | 

He ‘is the type of man of which one would 
say, ‘‘ He ig looked at twice.” Perhaps he 
might be accused of affectations in this. He 
is close shaven, giving effect to a cledn-cut 
mouth and-a chin that is called “ strong."’ 
But it is a peculiar chifi, not large in pro- 
portion to head and face and over which the 
skin appears to be drawn tight, to relax 
at last in the fleshifiess of his neck.

The first day’s run wil be from Cincinnati 
to Louisville, 162 miles; the second to Nas»- 
Ville, 193.9 miles; the third to Sheffield, 119.7; 
the fourth to Memphis, 161.7; the fifth and 
sixth to Little Rock, 119.6, which is a two 
days’ jaunt because of the stop at Hot 
Springs; the seventh to Texarkana, 191.6; 
the eighth to Dallas, 217.1; the ninth to Law- 
ton, 200.7; the tenth to Oklahoma City, 158.3; 
the eleventh to Wichita, 216; the twelfth and 
thirteenth to Kansas City, 234.5 miles, where 
the stop for Sunday will be made; the four- 
teenth to Omaha, 242.3; the. fifteenth to Des 
Moines, 159 miles; the sixteenth to Daven- 
port. *219.8 miles, and the seventeenth to 
Chicago, 179.7. 

In this manner the tour will pass through 
thirteen states—Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Mississippi, Alabama, Arkansas, Texas, 
Oklahoma.

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Reascns for Chicago's Interest.

tion. Penalizations will oe handed out for 
any breakages or for any loose nuts, bolts, 
etc. In fact, it is expected this examination 
will decide the winners, for it was demon- 
strated last year that it was possible for at 
least a fourth of the cars to go through with 
clean road scores. 

This will be the seventh tour for the Glid- 
den trophy, which first was contested in 1905, 
when the cars traveled 850 miles through 
New England, starting and finishing in New 
York City, the turning point being Bretton 
Woods, N. H. This is the year the winner 
was chosen by popular vote, the decision go- 


. ing to Percy Pierce and the Pierce-Arrow. 


In 1906 the tour started at Buffalo and went 
to Rangeley, Me.,.through Canada, a distance 
of 1.150 miles. This time there were s0 many 
perfect scores that no definite winner was 
evolved. Therefore Percy Pierce, again driv- 
ing a Pierce-Arrow, was allowed to retain 
the cup. 

In 1907 the tour started from Cleveland, O., 
came to Chicago, and then ran to New York 
City, a distance of 1,570 miles, the Pierce- 
Arrow again winning, it being a club team 
affair that year. Buffalo again had the start 
in 1908. and the finish was at Saratoga, N. Y., 
with the trophy still remaining in the Pierce- 
Arrow cabinet. The distance traveled was 
1,670 miles. Last year the route was extended 
to 2.200 miles, the cars starting from Detroit 
and going to Kansas City via Chicago, Min- 
neapolis, and Denver. This time it was an 
individual affair, and the winner was W. F. 
Winchester in a Pierce-Arrow.

Maxwell the First Wianer. 


It was not until 1906 that a separate class 
for roadsters was made and in this the prize 
was the Deming trophy, offered by the then 
chairman of the touring board, which had 
charge of the contest. The trophy went to 
Cc. W. Kelsey ina Maxwell. Frank B. Hower 
came into power in 1907 and the trophy was 
the Hower shield, which went to Ha! Sher- 
idan with the White steamer, who defeated 
E. S. Smith in a Stoddard, who also had a 
perfect score. 

In 1908 another runoff was necessary be- 
cause two Pierces two Stoddards, and a 
Premier hed perfect scores on the tour prop- 
er. The fleld was weeded down to the two 
Pierces, then one withdrew, giving the trophy 
to Charles Clifton’s car. Last year the 
Pierce won again, J. 8. Williams being the 
driver. 

The roadsters this year will run for the 
Chicago trophy, which has been donated by 
the Chicago Motor club and which is an em- 
blem out of the ordinary, it being a huge 
bronze placque which is distinctly character- 
istic of Chicago and which was designed and 
executed by a Chicago artist, Thomas M. 
Wilder. Combined with the roadsters this 
time are the toy tonneau cars which last 
year competed for the Detroit trophy, which 
was won by a Chalmers car. 

This is the first time the Pierce-Arrow has 
not been represented in the tour, and its drop- 
ping out leaves none which can claim a con- 
tinuous record. The Pierce started sixteen 
times in the six tours and of these sixteen 
eleven made perfect scores. Other old timers 
conspicuous by their absence are the White, 


‘Peerless, Thomas, Packard, Marmon, Olds- 


mobile, Haynes. Studebaker, Franklin, Knox, 
Columbia, Stoddard, Royal, and Stevens- 
Duryea. They believe they have amply 
demonstrated their road ability and they are 
leaving the fleld clear to the newer makes, 
as a rule, although there still are some of 
the veterans left, ike the Premier and sev- 
era! others. 

It is herd to find a reason for the absence 
of the higher priced cars except that the tour 
goes through a country which is thought to 
be seeking the medium priced cars. That 
those which take part will reap a rich har- 
vest in the way of sales and in opening up 
new territory is believed by the officials of 
the American Automobile association.

**Stunts”* the Best Test. 


All manufacturers do not go in for racing, 
hill climbs, and reliability rung. Some be- 
lieve they can demonstrate the worth of their 
ears by means of strenuous crosscountry 
trips, which show the true touring capabili- 
ties of their cars. This belief has resulted in 
such “stunts’’ as the 100 miles a day for 
100 consecutive days of the Premier, the re- 
cent Franklin ‘‘ trek,’ a 3,500 mile non-mo- 
tor-step run through thirteen states, and 
others of the sort. The Regal even now is 
engaged in a 5,000 mile“ swing around the 
circle’ with the Regal Plugger that last 
year ran from New York to San Francisco. 

The Chicago Automobile club has appointed. 
a committee consisting of Claude Seymour, 
C. A. McDonald, and Ira M. Cobe to confer 
with Chief of Police Steward on matters 
pertaining to the legal end of motoring, and 
it may be the result of their deliberations 
will be an attempt to revise the present IIli- 
nois motor law. 

It hardiy is thought that this Will result in 
anything but a change in the registration 
scheme, but if other amendments are pro- 
posed it is hoped by local motorists that the 
recently enacted Callan bill which makes up 
the motor law in New York State will be 
closely studied, for it is held by the critics 
that it is a model of its kind and fair to all 
parties concerned. In the main it closely 
follows the cardina} principles advocated by 
the American Automobile association. 

In the first place, the miles per hour limi- 
tations are practically | 


thirty miles an hour Is specified. No speed’ 


is reguiated by common law rules defining 
carefulness on one hand and negligence on 
the other. Speed traps are eliminated be- 
cause of there being no miles per hour pro- 
visions, while al! taxes, both state and local, 
upon automobiles used upon the highways 
are wiped out, although the registration fees 
for the vehicles are Increased in amount. 

The injustice of imposing registration fees 
of such an amount as to bein reality a tax 
may be fairly claimed to be compensated by 
the elimination of other taxes upon the ve- 
hicie and by the abolition of speed traps and 
consequent fines through the provisions of 
the bill. Ail registration fees, and fines, and 
penalties go to the construction, repair, and 
improvement of highways, and it is, calcu- 
lated’ that a fund of $1,000,000 a year will be 
raised in this manner.

Heaviest Penalty for ‘'Joy Riders.” | 


‘* Joy riding "’ will result in the imposition 
of the heaviest of penalties, while another 
good clause is the one that calls for the ex- 
amination, licensing, and identification of 
chauffeurs and the punishment of them, for 
it generally is recognized that it is the chauf- 
feur who brings about most of the accidents. 
Cumulative penalties for technica] violations 
of speed limitations have been abolished. In- 
stead of the provisions as they have been in 
the past, imposing increased penalties for 
second, third, and subsequent offenses, there 
will be under the present law nothing buta 
first offense, the extreme penalty for which 
is a fine not exceeding $100. 

Recently THE TRIBUNE warned tourists 
driving to Blue Island to beware of Western 
avenue because of a sewer that is being dug, 
which bas resulted in C. H. Balchowsky of 
Frankfort, Ill., funishing another route than 
the Western avenue one.

closed its first season in New York, 

the directors sent a sheaf of American 
Beauty roses to Miss Edith Wynne Matthison’s 
dressing room: It bore the inscription, ‘To the 
woman who turned the tide.” These wards ex- 
pressed far more than mere admiration for a 
talented actress. They meant just what they 
said—recognition of services that turned seem- 
ingly hopeless defeat into glorious victory. And 
the story of what led to the sending of that 
bouquet of roses 1s also the story of the New 
Theatre up to the present time. 7 

Never before in the theatrical history of this 
—or, perhaps, of any other—country has a new 
institution of practically national scope expe- 
rienced a more checkered career than the New 
Theatre since its opening night early last No- 
vember. In fact, its troubles began during thie 
long weeks of rehearsal, and some of its bitterest 
fights were fought weeks before the curtain rose 
on the first performance. There was, for 1n- 
stance, that memorable contretemps between the 
producer, Louis Calvert, and EK. H. Sothern. 

Among the first decisions made by the directors 
was that stars should be an unknown quantity 
in the New Theatre company. He who played 
the leading role in one play might appear as 
a flunkey in the next. In a word, the company 
was to be runon the exact lines of the Comedie 
Francaise. But scarcely had the ink of the pre- 
liminary prospectus had time to dry, when it was 
realized that such a scheme was wholly imprac- 
ticable in this country. 

Mr. Sothern and Miss Marlowe were put 
under contract to head the company for the en- 
tire first season. Now Mr. Sothern had, for 
many seasons, given uncommonly fine Shakes- 
pearean productions on his own account. His 
fame and success as a producer had in many 
cases excelled his success as an interpreter of 
Shakespearean parts. One of the first rehearsals 
precipitated the clash which all the wiseacres 
had predicted.. In preparing to play Antony in 
the opening production of Antony and Cleo-

patra, Mr. Sothern reftsed flatly to take any dic-’ 


tation from Mr. Calvert. Then Mr. Calvert pro- 
ceeded to demonstrate once for all that he, and 
he only, was to be in charge of the New Theatre's 
stage. Friends rushed in where eyen the direct- 
ors feared to tread. A compromise was effected. 
Mr. Calvert retired into the background, and the 
first production was left totally in the hands of 
Mr. Sothern and Miss Marlowe. Who that saw 
it will ever forget the fiasco of that first per- 
formance? The curtain rose at eight oclock 
and did not fall until five minutes of one. Rarely 
had a more distinguished or representative au- 
dience gathered in an American playhouse. The 
beauties of the theatre itself aroused no end of 
enthusiasm. But before the first act was finished, 
it was evident that something was wrong with 
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the acoustics of the house. Mr. Sothern’s 
{ntony was the most lifeless performance he 
had ever given. Miss Marlowe, to. the amaze- 
ment of everybody, shrieked through the role of 
Cleopatra in a manner more becoming to a fish 
wife than a. queen. Her Serpent of the Old 
Nile displayed merely the antics of a garter 
snake. The other members of the cast could 
hardly make themselves heard at all. By 11:30 
the great tier of boxes were empty ; by midnight

not more than five hundred persons remained in 
the house. The final curtain fell on an almost 
empty theatre, and with Mrs. George Gould— 
herself once an actress—the only occupant of 
a box. 

It was, without doubt, the greatest fiasco in 
the history of New York theatricals. Disheart- 
ened by the failure and chafing at the unaccus- 
tomed environment, Miss Marlowe and Mr. 
Sothern hastily gave their notice. The next pro- 
duction did very little to help matters. It intro- 
duced an insignificant little play called The Cot- 
tage in the Air. In spite of the good work done 
by Miss Coghlan and Mrs. Sol Smith Russel 
the play was completely lost in the vast audi- 
torium. Then the directors began for the first 
time to realize that in building their theatre on 
such enormous lines, they had practically made

it useless for drama. The opening pe 
formance of light opera by the Metropol 
itan Opera House company proved equally 
unsuccessful, as the auditorium was no bettet 
suited for opera than for regular plays. 

Then came The School for Scandal, Don, 
Twelfth Night, and The Nigger. Of these The 
Nigger attracted a good deal of interest on ac- 
count of its unsavory subject. Don was voted 
mildly clever. The School for Scandal was 
played in a mediocre manner which aroused no 
enthusiasm, and though Twelfth Night marked 4 
decided improvement, it still: fell short of other 
productions of the same play seen at the regular 
theatres. Then, in a lucky moment, director 
Winthrop Ames decided to produce Sister 
Beatrice. It was a risky thing to do, and not 
the least so because the nature of the story 
might bring down the wrath of all the churches 
on the new plavhouse. But judging by the beau-

one woman on the stage who might succeed mn 
rortraying the double part of the erring iste! 
Meatrice and the Virgin without giving offense. 

Back of Maeterlinck’s tragic story lies another 
tragedy. ,The plot is supposed to have come 
from a Danish legend. After hearing this 
legend, John Davidson, the English poet, wrort 
a poem which he called “The Ballade of the 
Nun.” On the day after he committed suicide 
many English newspapers republished this poem. 
The fame of it went broadcast through all Eu 
rope, and a copy of it fell eventually mt 
Maeterlinck’s hands. He saw at once its dra 
mati¢ possibilities, and Sister Beatrice was the 
result. 

The action passes in a convent hall neat 
Louvain in the thirteenth century. The time ® 
just before dawn. It is the office of Sister 
Beatrice, youngest of all the nuns, to cuard the 
shrine of the Virgin through the night. Every 
art of the stage manager, every aid that music, 
painting, lighting, and mechanical! contrivances, 
can give to make such a scene impressive with- 
out being theatrical, has been used -uccessfully 
in this production. ; 

As the curtain rises, Beatrice is kneeling at 
the foot of the shrine making |! confession. 
Her lover. Prince Belidor, has come for her. 
You can hear the stamping of his horse at the 
wicket gate, The girl lays bare her very soul to 
the Virgin and implores the waxen figure fo give 
her some sign of guidance. As she lies there 
prostrate on the altar steps, the wicket opens 
and Prince Belidor, clad in a suit of shining 
armor, tip-toes in.

the door. Just as she reaches it, 
Beatrice starts from him with a little 
cry and returns to the altar steps. 
She picks up the nun’s raiment rev- 
erently and places it inside the 
shrine. Then mounting the capari- 
soned charger behind the prince, she 
rides away. 

The great doors of the convent 
close slowly behind her of their own 
accord. The figure of the Virgin 
seems to waver for a moment, then 
steps out of its shrine, a living wo- 
man. Over the richly bejewelled 
dress she throws Beatrice’s dis- 
carded clothing. Over her golden 
hair she fastens the nun’s_ hood. 
Then she raises one hand, and sud- 
denly the candles in all parts of the 
hall burst into flame. The bell rope 
moves of its own accord, and the 
great basket from which Sister 
Beatrice was wont to distribute 
clothes to the poor crosses the stage 
until it reaches the foot of the 
shrine. Again the great doors open, 
and the poor, the decrepit, the halt 
and the blind, appear in the early 
dawn to receive their usual alms. 

The second act is twenty years 
later. Again the dawn 1s breaking, 
and the figure of a grey-haired, 
broken woman slinks into the hall. 
As she appears, the Virgin softly re- 
saumes her place in the shrine.. The 
woman is. Sister Beatrice,  sin- 
wrecked and heartbroken, ragged 
and grey. She crawls to the foot of 
the altar once more. and tells, be- 
tween sobs, the story of her life 
of sin. Presently the abbess enters 
and finds her lying unconscious at 
the foot of the shrine. When she 
regains consciousness and the nuns 
gather about her sympathetically, 
she begins to repeat her long con- 
fession, but none will believe her. 
They think she is delirious with 
fever. The story of her crimes fall 
on deaf ears, for have they not 
through all these twenty years been 
with Sister Beatrice daily face to 
face? The curtain falls as the soul 
of Beatrice takes its flight and the 
nuns in ecstasy perceive that the 
Virgin has re-entered her shrine. 

The most remarkable thing about 
Miss Matthison’s creation of this 
dual role was the extraordinary 
manner in which she differentiated 
between the nun and the Virgin. 
Her Beatrice was, in the opening 
scene, a sweet, clinging, girlish 
creature, later, a hardened distraught 
and broken woman. but for all 
that, she was merely the same girl 
grown old. As the transformed 
Virgin, she was the very embodi- 
ment of gentle majesty, sweet humil- 
ity and supreme compassion. 

From first to last the whole pro- 
duction was characterized by a rev- 
erence and beauty which made it 
seem sublime. George Foster Platt, 
who produced it, and E. Hamilton 
sell who designed the setting and 
the costumes—all in contrasting 
shades of blue—achieved really a 
masterpiece.
